This association has, on November 17th, 1892, 707 members 
and $911,275.00 of insurance in force. During this year there 
has been a steady increase, notably by the members who had 
policies for smaller amounts. This association was organized in 
January, 1890, to carry insurance on the stocks of merchandise, 
furniture and fixtures of retail druggists. All are admitted on 
their regular stock company ratings, unless it is found that those 
ratings are manifestly too low. A full premium is paid, as a 
membership fee, for first policy, and for each additional amount ; 
then a regular annual rebate is declared each year, so that the 
assessment for renewal is only a certain per cent, of his premium, 
or membership fee, for the next year. The rebate at end of first 
year was 33^ per cent., and the second year 40 per cent, and 50 
per cent. But one special assessment has been made in the three 
years of the existence of the association.

FIRST SESSION. 

The fourteenth annual meeting held in Wernet Hall, Canton. 

At II o'clock A. M., President Burkhardt called the conven- 
tion to order. 

The reading pf the minutes was, on motion, dispensed with. 

The Mayor of the city, Hon. J. F. Blake, was introduced by 
President Burkhardt, and delivered the address of welcome. 

MAYOR'S ADDRISSS. 

Mr. President and GenTi^emen : — We Cantonians, being a part of the 
great state of Ohio, and often, against our will, taking a lesser part of that 
which is offered by the people of the country, feel that in meeting your 
association here to-day we have been highly honored ; an association which, 
from its very inception has done so much to establish all that is great and 
noble in the business of pharmacy, or drug business, of the state. 

A few days ago we all here in Canton, republicans, democrats and pro- 
hibitionists, had hoped that we might have the pleasure of presenting to the 
people of tlie country as the candidate for the presidency on the republican 
ticket our own William McKinley, Jr. (applause), but the fates would have 
it otherwise. I know, my friends, that you will sympathize with us in our 
affliction, and yet I may say to you that in our affliction we feel that we have 
done well in having you with us here to-day. As great a mixer as McKinley 
is even I believe we have pharmacists in the city of Canton who can beat 
him at his own game (laughter) . Why, gentlemen, when you call upon them 
at their stores and ask them for vichy, or any kind of water, they will give 
it to you, whatever you ask for, out of the same barrel (laughter), and they 
will never change a feature (laughter). I certainly would be backward in 
my duty if I did not heartily and freely greet you as the greatest mixers in 
the world. (Laughter.) 

We are glad to see you here. We know what you are here for. We 
know what you organized for — that it was for tne purpose of higher educa- 
tion in your particular lines of business ; for the purpose of bringing your- 
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selves in direct connection wth the state in the formation of a committee or 
society that should have supervision of certain business relating to the drug 
business of the state of Ohio. I know that you have done good. I know 
that you will do good, and feeling so it is a gratification for me, representing 
our people of all classes and conditions, to greet you here to-day. 

I will not go into any eulogy of our own city. We have much here to 
be proud of. We have gained in population about 200 per cent, in the last 
decade. We are in the lead in many branches of industry and manufactur- 
ing enterprises in our own country, particularly in your own line. We have 
our excellent friend and neighbor, John R. Banner, who manufactures a line 
of goods you are all acquainted with, and I hope before you leave you will 
all form his social acquaintance. 

The condition of all trade and of all kinds of manufacturing in this 
country presents a problem for solution, and for the proper thinking out of 
that problem it is the duty of all lines of trade and manufacture to join 
together that they may have the benefit of each and every individual's expe- 
rience and intelligence. It is certainly flattering to you, gentlemen, as the 
representatives of your organization in the state of Ohio, that you have seen 
fit to join together into an association having for its object, perhaps, your 
own aggrandizement, perhaps your own benefit; but the nearer you reach 
the summit of your wishes and aims the more benefit you do your fellow 
men. 

It is with these feelings that I greet you here to-day. I wish you a 
pleasant and genial time. We greet you as citizens of our own proud com- 
monwealth of Ohio. We greet you as neighbors. Whatever you ask while 
here will be granted. We will throw open the doors. The keys are yours. 
We are all friends ; all one together as citizens of the great state of Ohio. 
Enjoy yourselves. Be good to yourselves. Be kind to one another, and 
when you leave us to go to your firesides, to your wives, your mothers and 
your sweethearts, tell them it was a pleasure to be in Canton. (Applause.) 

The president. I invite Mr. Ralph L. Cobb, of Cleveland, to 
respond to the Honorable Mayor's address. 

Mr. Cobb. Mr. President, I am really not prepared to fit- 
tingly respond to the generous welcome of the mayor. I am sure 
we all appreciate what has been said. I have no doubt we shall 
all enjoy ourselves and have a kind feeling for the city if the 
mayor will but give us the keys. This is all I can say. 

The mayor. The keys are yours, gentlemen. (Applause.)

acquaintanceship, discuss and deliberate upon all that will conduce to the 
best interest and advancement of our association and profession. At our 
annual meetings a review of the progress of the association has been cus- 
tomary. I will but briefly refer to the different subjects and instead will 
say that the various committees were elected with reference to their fitness 
for the work assigned them, and their reports in their special departments 
I hope will be listened to with close attention, all subjects fully discussed 
in kindly spirit, and in view of promoting the welfare of the association. 

The pharmacy law has not been changed. The law has been so often 
discussed that I deem it unnecessary to elaborate upon same now. 

Whether the benefits expected from the law have or have not mater al- 
ized you can all judge for yourselves. The restrictions are placed upon the 
pharmacist — he must pass an examination — keep a record of all poisons 
sold, be responsible for the purity and correct preparation of all compounds 
dispensed, and the almost unrestricted sale, by the grocer and general 
storekeepers, of nearly all crude drugs and many pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions in frequent demand goes on, while the sale of these drugs and prepara- 
tions may be proper and of great convenience to the public in the smaller 
towns and vilages where no regular pharmacy exists, I think the law should 
be so changed that in every town where there is a pharmacy, that no drug, 
chemical or p eparation, patent or ot}:erwise, not used as an ar icle of food, 
should be permitted to be sold in any place of business except the regular 
phaimacy. 

No class of tradesmen work more hours, none are more conscientious in 
their dealings with their fellow man, no occupation is fraught with greater 
respons bilities than tliat of the pharmacist, we are entitled to all the buvsi- 
ness connected with our calling. 

1st. I would suggest that this associat on instruct the Committee on 
Pharmacy Law to procure legislation, if possible, to change Sec. 4405 so as 
to limit the number of articles a:i unregistered person may sell. 

2d. Let the law define what any registered person must do to become 
the "manager" of a pharmacy. As it is now, a person not registered may 
own a store and employ at a nominal sum a registered man to take charge, 
when in fact the latter may spend only an hour or two a day in the store. 

3d. Amend the law so that a person must have three years actual 
experience in a drug store, or be a graduate of a school of pharmacy, before 
being eligible to examination as a pharmacist. 

4th. Provide a fund to establish a laboratory in which all examinations 
shall be made. As is admitted, objections are made that under the present 
law, where theoretical examinations only can be given, cramming is resorted 
to, many pass who have no practical qualifications and some who are well 
qualified by practical experience, when required to make their answers in 
writing, get so nervous that they fail. 

5th. Do something that wi*! prevent physicians from conducting drug 
stores under the cloak of oflice prescribing, as in the present law ; if nothing 
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more, have them stand an oral examination and get a certificate from Board 
of Pharmacy, good only for the locality, and renewable every year. 

In the matter of trade interests, the situation is about the same — the 
cut-rate problem is still unsolved. The Am.rican Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion and the National Wholesale Druggist's Association at their meetings 
formulated a plan which received the approval of the pharmacists of this 
country, but as diflFerence of opinion of the legality of the plan have been 
advanced, it is still in the hands of committee and nothing has been done. 

The Retail Druggist's Fire Insurance Association is now in its third 
year of existence and from secretary's report you will, I hope, find that the 
association is an assured success ; the rate of insurance is very materially 
less, and losses have been as promptly paid as by any other company. 

Our treasurer tendered his resignation on June 3d. In company with the 
chairman of the executive committee, Mr. Spengler, I went to Cincinnati, 
examined his account as best we could, accepted his check for J208.72 and 
gave him receipt for same. 

In connection with this I would strongly urge upon the association the 
importance of by-laws so that hereafter the secretary shall collect all 
moneys, turn them over to the treasurer, get his receipt for same, and the 
treasurer deposit all money in bank in the name of the association ; by that 
means the executive committee could at any time, with little trouble, find 
out the financial condition of the association. 

As it is now the treasurer collects dues and pays audited bills, and 
unless he keeps strict account there is no means of knowing how much or 
from whom money is col ected. 

Fv. r the future welfare of this association I hope you will give this your 
careful consideration. All business of the association should be so con- 
ducted that those so inclined could not have the slightest reason for sus- 
picion of irregularity or neglect. 

I hope also that annual dues of members be promptly paid and suggest 
that copy of proceedings be furnished only to those members not in arrears. 

I respectfully call y ur attention to circular letter of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association relating to the Seventh International Pharma- 
ceutical Congress ; if contents meet with your approval, I hope you will 
take due action in regard to it. 

AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

To the Pharmaceutical Societies and the Pharmacists of all Countries, 
Greeting : 

The American Pharmaceutical Association had extended an invitation 
to the 1 hird International Pharmaceutical Congress, held at St. Petersburg 
in 1874, to call the Fourth Congress in Philadelphia in 1876, during the 
Centennial International Exposition ; but the selection of a city in the 
United States was deemed unadvisable at that time. 
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After it had been decided that the World's Columbian Exposition 
should be held in the city of Chicago in 1893, the American Pharmaceutical 
Association again invited the International Pharmaceutical Congress to meet 
in this country. The Italian Committee on Organization having, by circular 
of May 15, 1 89 1, and for reasons stated therein, renounced the convocation 
of the Seventh International Pharmaceutical Congress at Milan ; the execu- 
tive committee of the Sixth Congress, at Brussels,, by letter of November 26, 
1891, confirmed the invitation of the American Pharmaceutical Association ; 
and in a communication of February 16, 1892, the former Committee on 
Organization at Milan expressed the view that there was nothing, under the 
circumstances stated, to prevent the organization of the Seventh Interna- 
tional Pharmaceutical Congress jn 1893, in Chicago. 

Now, in view of the above facts, the undersigned 'officers of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association take pleasure in extending a hearty invita- 
tion to the pharmaceutical societies of all countries to appoint delegates to 
the International Pharmaceutical Congress, which is to assemble in the 
city of Chicago during the year 1893, and in which teachers to pharmaceuti- 
cal institutions and pharmacists in general are likewise cordially invited to 
participate. 

It is especially desired, that the contents of this circular letter be 
brought to the notice of kindred societies, and that information be given to 
the undersigned secretary, relating to suggestions of subjects of general 
importance, suitable for discussion and action by the Congress, as well as to 
the intention of pharmaceutical societies, of pharmacists and teachers of 
pharmacy in other countries, of being present or represented at the Con- 
gress of 1893. 

Further steps for promoting the objects and deciding upon the date of 
the Congress will be taken at the meeting of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association in July of the present year. Meanwhile the undersigned desire 
to assure all, who may come as delegates, as members or as visitors, to the 
International Pharmaceutical Congress, at Chicago, in 1893, of the very 
cordial reception on behalf of the pharmacists of the United States of 
America.

Isaac N. Reed was bom in Springfield township, Lucas county, O., 
November 14th, 1846, and died October 3, 1891. 

His early education was obtained at Baldwin University, which 
he left to become the teacher in the old schoolhouse where he 
had been taught to read and write. His health failing, he moved 
west and until 1871 was connected with the principal western rail- 
roads. Returning to Toledo, he became senior member of the 
wholesale drug firm of Reed, Williams & Co., which relation he 
held for three years, when he retired from the wholesale business 
and took charge of the retail store of which he was proprietor at 
the time of his death. He was a member of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, the National Retail Drug Association, 
and was one of the organizers of the National Wholesale Drug 
Association. He was an active member of the Ohio State Pharma- 
ceutical Association, and in 1881 was elected its president. 



JOHN FRENCH JUDGE, M. D.. Cincinnati, O. 

Dr. J. F. Judge was bom at St. Augustine, Fla., March 4th, 1832, and 
died October 17th, 1891. 

He graduated from the medical department of the University of 
St. Louis, and after practicing there moved to Cincinnati where 
for thirty years he was actively engaged in the drug business. He 
was one of the founders of the Cincinnati College of Pharmacy, 
and for nineteen years was its professor of chemistry. He was a 
charter member of the association and its first president. In 1890 
the association made him an honorary member.

To the President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association r 

GknTi^KMKN : — ^Yonr Committee on Insurance, appointed last year^ 
most respectfully submit the follomng report : 

We have made personal and careful inquiry into the condition of and. 
the progress made by the insurance^iassociation, and find it in a very healthy 
and prosperous condition. We find from the report, as made by the presi- 
dent and secretary, to the superintendent of insurance of the state, on 
January ist, 1892, new business taken in during 1891 to the amount or 
{382,650.00, and a total amount of insurance in force on December 31st, 
1891, of $729,100.00. The receipts for the year were 16,849.65 ; the losses, 
paid 11,456.10 with cash in bank and on interest $3,161.46. 

From January ist to June ist, 1892 (five months of this year), we find, 
from an exhibit made by the secretary, there has been an increase of I2C> 
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Slew policies amounting to $162,850.00, and a total receipt of cash from new 
policies and assessments amounting to 14,003.36, vnih about $500.00 due 
and in process of collection. 

We find the association paid losses during 1891 amounting to $1,456.10, 
and for this year to date, $2,793.66, and has $3,000.00 drawing interest at 
Jive per cent, per annum. 

This we regard as an excellent showing, when we consider the disastrous 
jlosses sustainad by very many, if not all other companies doing a general 
insurance business. 

As evidence of the satisfactory condition of the books and accounts of 
"Sthe ofiice. we here append a report of the auditing committee :

REPORT OF BOARD OF CONTROi;. 

ZTo the President and Members Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association^ 
Canton^ Ohio : 

Gentlemen : — As chairman of your committee I have no desire to 
inflict upon you a long report, and with your kind indulgence therefore I 
^11 be as brief as possible. It has been patent to all that certain trade 
conditions prevail that have caused much anxiety, friction, disappointment 
and dissatisfaction in all branches of trade. Druggists have not been 
exempt from the influences which have had such a demoralizing effect upon 
trade. It is not necessary to enter into the causes which have produced 
such disastrous results, for they are many and varied ; nor to speak of the 
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remedies which have been applied to effect a healthy condition of trade ; 
for the subject has been so thoroughly aired by the pharmaceutical press, 
that it would take volumes to record the proceedings since our last session. 
Suffice it to say that Ohio was represented at every conference by the chair- 
man of this committee and that he has acted in the interest of the general 
trade to the best of his ability, although much against his own inclination 
and conviction. The correspondence (about loo letters required in nearly 
every instance lengthy replies) were full of hearty support and co-operation, 
and offered the brightest prospects for an early and absolute solution of the 
embarrassing situation. The results achieved so far do not stand out as 
prominently as many would like to see them, but the general tone of trade 
indicates improvement and the day is not far distant when the noble pro- 
fession of pharmacy will triumph over dishonesty and duplicity.

EXAMINATION'S. 

Examinations have been held during the year as follows : 
Columbus — May nth, 1891. 
Toledo— July 21st. 
Cleveland — October 12th. 
Cincinnati — January 12th, 1892. 
Columbus — March 8th. . 
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The number of persons present at these examinations were as follows, 
in the order of the dates given above : 

Pharmacists — 72, 81, 77, 80, 91. — ^Total, 40^. 
. Assistant pharmacists — 33, 29, 57, 35, 45.- — Total, 199, 
being an increase of the number examined over that of the previous year of 
seventy-seven, fifty-two of them being applicants for assistant pharmacist's 
registration. Of the number thus examined, one hundred and fifty- two were 
deemed satisfactory aftd registered as pharmacists, and one hundred and one 
registered as assistant pharmacists, showing a decrease of twenty-nine in the 
number of pharmacists registered, while the number examined increased 
fifteen, and an increase in the number of assistants registered of six, while 
the number examined was greater by fifty -two ; comparison being made in 
each case with the report of last year. It may be seen from these figures 
that the board does not carelessly register the applicants for registration, 
since less than one-half are successful as pharmacists. It is true that the 
percentage of successful applicants has increased somewhat, but it is true 
that the qualifications of most of those persons appearing for examination 
have also improved. Schools and colleges where pharmacy is taught have 
multiplied, and there is more study given to this subject and better prepara- 
tion thought necessary now than would have come in a much longer period 
if no legal restraint had been placed about the occupation. It speaks fairly 
well for the character of the examinations of this board that the percentage 
of pi^rsons registered is not greater than is here shown, in these days of ad- 
vanced preparation both in and out of the schools of pharmacy. 

This statement is made as against that heard in some quarters that the 
board of pharmacy registers, upon examination, those who, upon actual, 
trial in the work of the pharmacist, do nqt show skill or proficiency. That 
some are registered who practically are not competent pharmacists for all 
localities, is not to be denied. 

The Ohio pharmacy law is not an ideal one by any means. The system 
under which the board of pharmacy is required to work is not a perfect sys- 
tem. Can a better method of examinations be devised? Would a plan of 
examinations which would reject three-fourths of the applicants, such as 
now come for examination, be sustained ? 

Are not the complaints of severity in the character of the examinations 
as loud and deep as those of laxity ? The skilled pharmacist from the city 
or large town, says that too many incompetent men get through the exami- 
nations, while the "country druggist," or th^ persons whose skill has been 
wrought out in the limited sphere of a small drug store in an obscure village 
say, that no one not a graduate of a school of pharmacy can hope to pass the 
examinations of the board for first grade registration. 

Pharmacy in the cities may be a science requiring scientific men to 
successfully engage therein, but in the country places it is almost invariably 
linked with merchandise of many sorts, and the professional man is lost in 
the merchant, who deals in wares, not because he would not prefer to be pro-. 
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fessional, but because he must live. The board of pharmacy is shut up to 
the necessity of having but one standard for all localities, and that not as 
high as it should be for skilled pharmacists. On the one hand the pharmacy 
law and its results are rediculed as being not only ineffectual, but worse 
than useless, while upon the other they are denounced as iniquitous, unjust, 
and the law should not be permitted longer to remain upon the statute 
books of the state. 

In the opinion of many the law should register without examination the 
graduates of schools of pharmacy, and this opinion would no doubt be 
strongly reinforced if it could be defined clearly what constituted a "school 
of pharmacy" and what the requirements of graduation are. Do the 
holders of this theory desire that the graduates of every institution where 
pharmacy is taught should be registered without examination ? If not, 
where would they draw the line in a legal enactment ? Again it is urged 
that the board of pharmacy should be empowered to make its examinations 
conform to localities, that is, that a more comprehensive and rigid test 
should be exacted of those who wish to register in towns and cities with a 
population of more than 5,000; thus requiring two forms of certificates 
where now but one is in use, and these not interchangeable. Matters of 
this kind should be the subject of careful thought and discussio.i upon the 
part of the members of this association, and the committee appointed upon 
pharmacy laws for the ensuing year should be instructed to formulate such 
changes in the present law as shall serve the best interests of the cause of 
pharmacy, and of the people of this state. The Ohio pharmacy law was not 
satisfactory to the pharmacists who urged its enactment. It has remained for 
more than eight years without change, vigorously denounced by its enemies, 
feebly supported by its friends, until it may be an open question whether in its 
present form it should be permitted to exist any longer. Permit a suggestion 
or two : That the state association at this session take hold of this matter in 
real earnest. ( If thought best let it recommend that the graduates of regu- 
larly chartered colleges of pharmacy which require at least three years of 
actual experience as a condition of graduation be registered without exam- 
ination.) 2d. Let the board of pharmacy be authorized to establish a pharma- 
ceutical laboratory at the state capitol in order to practically test the quali- 
fications of applicants for all first grade registrations. Let the fee for such 
examinations be five dollars and no person eligible thereto who has had less 
than three years actual experience in a pharmacy, application for such 
examination to be made under oath and the board of pharmacy to withhold 
certificates until satisfied that the statements made are true. 3d. Let the 
board be empowered to issue certificates upon a lower grade of examinations 
than that mentioned above and good only in the localities for which they 
are issued. After you have gone thus far you will still have the difficult . 
problem what to do with the country physicians who practically conduct 
drug stores in many places without being seriously interfered with by the 
existing law. A physician may carrj- as large a stock of drugs as he wishes 
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and claim that he furnishes them only to his own patients. You must prove 
the contrary before you can convict him. The country doctor is an influen- 
tial citizen in his locality — ^the people have enough confidence in him to buy 
their drugs from him ; he may also sell patent medicines, fancy goods and 
all the other articles kept in a drug store, and the state has a contract on 
hand if it can prevent him from doing a regular drug business under the 
name of a doctor's shop. 4th. If you can not enact something to prevent 
him, let the board of pharmacy, upon an oral examination, and an under- 
standing of the kind of business he is engaged in, be empowered to grant 
him a certificate of a different form from either of those already named, for 
which he shall pay a fee and renew it annually. By this method you legalize 
his traffic ; you may, to some extent, restrict it, and you compel him to pay 
his proportion of the expense, where as now he goes without any tax, which 
the druggist is required to pay. 

EXPERIENCE QUALIFICATION. 

The adoption during the year of an experience qualification as a condi- 
tion not of examination, but of registration, has met with decided opposition 
from some qnarters. The board, however, believes it to be a wise measure. 
A similar requirement exists in all the leading states having pharmacy laws, 
most of them, however, having a longer period than that adopted by this 
board, namely : two years for pharmacists and one year for assistant phar- 
macists. 

PRACTICAL EXAMINATIONS. 

The board has had under consideration the plan of prac'ical examina- 
tions now in use almost exclusively in the state of Illinois, but as yet has 
taken no actual steps toward putting it into operation. The scheme would 
necessitate the holding of all examinations in one place, which can not be 
done under the law as it now stands ; it would involve the outlay of consid- 
erable money, and the examination fee should not be less than five dollars. 
Some of the members of the board are warm advocates of the system, believ- 
ing that it would determine, with greater fairness and accuracy, the really 
competent pharmacist from the incompetent one, consequently giving greater 
satisfaction to all classes. It is probable the board would be in favor of 
adopting this arrangement, at least as an experiment, if the law permitted. 
The board of pharmacy of the state of Illinois, after using this plan for more 
than a year are very enthusiastic in endorsing it, and cordially recommend 
its a'doption in other states, 

ATTEMPTS TO SECURE REGISTRATION BY FRAUD. 

We have experienced considerable annoyance during the year from 
repeated attempts to secure registration in an unjust and dishonorable way. 
It is thought that the schemes of all those engaged in such transactions have 
been frustrated. How well some of them succeeded you may judge from the 
following account : The first to be discovered was one Chas. Schoup, of 
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Tiffin, C, who successfully passed the examination as* pharmacist, held in 
Toledo, July 21st, 1891, and was registered accordingly. He appeared sub-, 
sequently at the Cleveland meeting in October and applied for examination 
under the name of /^. H. Hickerson, of Belmore, O. Hickerson had failed, 
several times upon previous examinations. Schoup was recognized in the 
examination hall and unceremoniously ejected. At this, same meeting in 
Cleveland there appeared one J. P. Hays, who is supposed to come from 
Pittsburg, and applied for pharmacist's examination under the name of 
James Seiling, of this goodly city of Canton, and Selling secured registration 
on Hays' examination, and upon the certificate thus obtained, was employed 
by Mr. P. H. Barr, of Canton. Be it remembered, however, that Seiling was 
personally present at this same examination and assumed the name of 
Arthur B. Frost, Mantua Station, C, although it seems without Frost's 
knowledge or consent. Seiling was successful and a certificate was issued, 
Frost on Selling's examination. 

Frost having gone into the conspiracy far enough to pay the registration 
fee and accept the certificate sent him in return. Subsequently he repented, 
made a trip to Columbus on purpose to surrender the certificate thus obtained 
and expose the whole matter. He afterward went to Cincinnati and passed 
the examination and was honestly registered. Seiling' s registration secured 
upon Hays' examination was revoked, and Hays, at last accounts, was still 
at large, having obtained nothing but this free advertisement. The discovery 
of these attempts caused the board to adopt, in January of this year, the rule 
requiring all applications for examination to be made under oath, so that 
subsequent attempts of this character may be prosecuted upon a charge of 
perjury. 

CHANGE IN TIME OF HOLDING EXAMINATIONS. 

For some time the board has been desirous of holding the' examinations 
provided for in the law upon some other day than Monday, for the reason 
that many applicants were under the necessity of leaving home on the Sat- 
urday previous, thereby losing time and incurring unnecessary expense. A 
careful examination of the law satisfied the members of the board that while 
the board itself was required to meet upon the second Mondays in January, 
May and October of each year, that it was not required to hold the examina- 
tions on these particular days. During this year, therefore, the board has 
held, and will hold, executive sessions upon the Mondays required by law, 
but the examinations will not take place until the Tuesdays following. It is 
a matter for regret that the secretary of the state association did not receive 
the notice of this change in time to make the proper announcement in the 
annual report for 1891. 

COUNTY CORRESPONDENTS. 

The state association should arrange at the present meeting to carefully 
revise the list of county correspondents, so that by the time for the third tri- 
ennial renewal of registrations issued under authority of the act of 1884 
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arrives, accurate information may be obtained from a reliable person in each 
county as to what persons are entitled to renewal of registration. 

FINANCES. 

Supplemental to and forming a part of this report may be found an 
itemized account of the receipts and expenditures of the board during the 
year ending April 30th, 1892. By comparison with reports of boards of 
pharmacy in other states of equal rank with Ohio, the expenses aggregate 
much less than in those states. Our fund, however, is constantly diminishing, 
for with all the care possible the expenses are much greater than during the 
first years of the work of the board. Had it not been for the adoption of the 
rule requiring a fee for examinations, the board would now be practically 
out of funds with which to meet its current expenses. If the present system 
is continued for a considerable time that state of affairs will be experienced, ' 
and since an appropriation from the state treasury is hardly one of the 
remote possibilities, this, point should receive consideration in any contem- 
plated change in the law. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Since the last annual report there have been five cases of prosecution for 
violation of the law. 

Two of these were in Muskingum county, one against D. M. Norman, of 
Roseville, who waived examination and was bound over to the court of com- 
mon pleas. 

The other was against Dr. G. W. W. Walker, who plead not guilty, and 
stood trial in the lower court. The mayor of the village held that the state 
had not clearly proven the defendant guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions of the pharmacy law, and discharged him. This is one of the serious 
defects in the present law which should be remedied if possible. Dr. Walker 
claimed exception under the clause which permits a physician to keep for 
his patients as large a stock of drugs as he may require. He also claimed 
that any unregistered person may sell patent medicines, and all the articles 
of merchandise usually kept in drug stores, and not classed as * 'drugs, chemi- 
cals and pharmaceutical preparations." The latter, he testified, were never 
sold or dispensed except when as a physician to his own patients. The state 
was required to present specific and conclusive evidence that this last state- 
ment of the doctor was false, a thing wc found it quite impossible to do in a 
village where his friends were numerous and all ready to g^ve evidence in 
his favor. He did not fill any prescriptions, for there were none to be filled. 
He did not have any sign of a drug store nor advertise it as such, but there 
was no doubt of the fact that to all intents and purposes he conducted a drug 
store. Nevertheless he was discharged, as the majority of such cases will 
probably be under similar circamstances. 

Two cases were also brought in Warren county, against H. G. Hanneman 
and J. C. Bennett. In addition to the charge of violating the pharmacy law, 
the board made complaint against Bennett for forgery, he having pasted a 
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slip of paper bearing his name over the name of the person to whom the 
certificate had been issued. Both defendants plead guilty to the charge of 
violating the pharmacy law and were each fined twenty-five dollars and the 
costs of prosecution. The forgery case against Bennett went to the grand 
jury, and he would no doubt have gone to the penitentiary but for the 
leniency of the board. Their business, however, was completely broken up 
and they both left the state. There are other cases still pending, but the 
results are not sufiiciently known to include in this report. 

CHANGES IN MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 

Mr. G. L. Hechler, of Cleveland, tendered his resignation a a member of 
the board on March 31st, 1892, and the Governor appointed Mr. Chas. E. Ink 
of Columbiana, to fill the vacancy. 

The member from Columbus received a re-appointment at the hands of 
the Governor, for the term ending March 31st, 1897. 

THE NUMBER OF REGISTRATIONS IN FORCE.

which number is an increase of 211 over last annual report. 

We also submit with this report a list of all persons registered during 
the year by examination, and request that it be printed in the annual report 
of the association. 

The members of the board feel some degree of pride in the work accom- 
plished during the year, for it has been done with the sincere desire of carry- 
ing out the idea for which the law was enacted. Pharmacy legislation in 
the states of this nation has come t6 remain. Our system, if revised with 
care, would produce results far more satisfactory, than can be obtained by 
this or any other board under the one by which we now operate. We con- 
fidently appeal to this association for the assistance necessary to secure to 
this state such legislation as will be ample protection to every citizen, and a 
well-spring of joy to every intelligent pharmacist.

EVENING SESSION. 

The president called the convention to order at 8:30. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

The commtttee on the president's address reported as follows : 

In favor of suggestion 3, 4, 6 and 7. That to suggestion 3 be added, 
"That graduates who liad no practical experience should have three years 
laboratory work before being eligible to examination." For suggestion 7 
it was recommended that the president appoint a delegation of seven mem- 
bers to the International Pharmaceutical Congress to be held in Chicago in 
1893. 

On motion the report was received and suggestion 7 adopted. 

The committee's report on the State Board of Pharmacy report 
on motion was laid on the table. 

Prof. Fennell. I move we take up the report of the State 
Board of Pharmacy and commence with the discussion of the first 
article. 

Dr. Greve. It seems to me that it is discourteous to the 
committee. . We lay their report on the table and disregard it 
entirely, and then move to take up the report of the State Board 
of Pharmacy. I don't think that is the way to do. 

Prof. Fennel. Since I made the motion I wish to say that I 
understood the committee did not feel like handing in a report at 
all, simply -because they did not have the time to go over it. We 
all know that this subject has come before us for years, and no 
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committe could do the work and do justice to the report in one 
or two hours. It would take them fully six months to make a 
report on the report presented by the Ohio State Board of Pharm- 
acy. There are only a few suggestions made there that would 
really come up for discussion. In the first place the question 
would be whether this association will recommend the issuing of 
certificates to the graduates of colleges of pharmacy. That would 
be the first thing in my opinion for this association to discuss. 
In the second place, whether it is practicable to establish a 
laboratory. We think not at the present time. 

In the third place the report speaks of country physicians 
filling their own prescriptions. It is then for us to discuss in 
what manner we can have a law that will prevent country physi- 
cians from compounding medicines. Then as to the length of 
time a pharmacist should have experience before passing the 
board as assistant pharmacists. I think those are the vital points 
under discussion, and I think if we get through those we will do 
well. What is the use of the association going through that 
report ? The report is just what' they have done. 

Mr. Hechler. I don't believe this association has any right 
to take up the report of the state board. All we can do is to con- 
sider the suggestions made. So far as the report is concerned it 
comes in without criticism whatsoever. - We have nothing to do 
with that report. 

Prof. Fennel. It is just the suggestion embodied in the 
report that I move to have discussed. 

The motion was seconded and adopted. 

The secretary read the first suggestion. 

Mr. Hechler. I move that that part of the report be not 
accepted. 

The motion was seconded. 

Mr. Haven. I would suggest that this matter be put into the 
hands of the committee on pharmacy laws. 

Dr. Greve. It seems to me that the pharmacy law is consid- 
ered to be a somewhat sick man, and that we have been called in 
as physicians to prescribe for the patient, to say what medicine 
should be given or what surgical operation should be performed. 
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Now, I would suggest that all these things are extremely danger- 
ous. If you begin tinkering with the patient he may die on your 
hands ; in other words, if you take this matter before the legisla- 
ture you don't know what the legislature may do. You may not 
have any law at all. We may better do with it as it is than to 
have none at all. 

Prof. Fennel, I was not aware that the Ohio State Board of 
Pharmacy was going to apply to the legislature for an amendment 
to our law. But if it can be shown that it is essential to the 
interests of pharmacy that a new law shall be passed, why then 
the druggists of Ohio should club together and stand the expense 
of getting that law. Now, since my amendment or suggestion 
was not adopted, I would like to offer a substitute for that which 
really comes under section 4407. 

Mr. Hechler. I rise to a point of order. We have only to 
deal with that report. I think Mr. Fennel is out of order in 
bringing in a substitute. I think we have only to deal with the 
report, either adopt or reject it. 

The chair sustained the point of order. 

It was then moved and seconded as the sense of the association 
that the second suggestion of the report of the State Board of 
Pharmacy be not adopted. 

Mr. Hechler. I think that this is a very important matter, 
and it would be proper to make a few remarks upon it. I believe 
it would not hurt anybody to vote that down. I believe that the 
board has full power to make all necessarj'^ rules and regulations 
for the examination of the candidates that come before them. 

Mr. Hopp. I think it would be well to refer that suggestion 
to the committe on pharmacy laws to report at the next annual 
meeting. Let them formulate something and bring it before our 
association a year hence. 

Mr. Hechler. I don't wish to burden you any longer with 
any remarks ; but I think Mr. Hopp is a little bit out of order. 
I don't know when this association can get together and have as 
many old practical men present as there are here to-night. I 
would like to hear their views on that subject. I don't think the 
board needs any legislation whatsoever. 
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Dr. Greve. It should be remembered that the establishment 
of a laboratory at Columbus could only be done by special legisla- 
tion, inasmuch as it would conflict with the law as it now stands. 
I don't think we need to put the state to the expense of evStablish- 
ing a school of that kind, when most of the large cities have a 
school of that kind. 

The president. It is not a school. It is only a laboratory 
where they can work out problems. 

Mr. Weyer. Let us see what the establishing of a labratory 
would amount to. We must remember, in the first place, that 
every two months, or a little over, we have a class of about one 
hundred and twenty-five young men. Imagine the laborator>^ that 
would be neccvssar}^ to put those one hundred and twenty-five 
through a practical course of examination with five members. 
Certainly they could not get through with more than one, two or 
three in the course of a day. It would take the board of pharmacy 
almost its whole time to examine all the candidates that would 
come up in the state of Ohio. To establish a laboratory of that 
kind would require a considerable amount of money. The law 
would have to be changed, compelling each applicant to pay ten or 
fifteen or twenty dollars for each examination to support a labora- 
tory of that kind, furnish the materials, pay the expenses of the 
board and salaries of members of the board. They would have 
to be salaried. It seems to me it would be entirely impracticable 
unless we do as they do in Illinois. They grant a special certificate 
to those who take a special examination, which is not obligatory 
but optional, for which the applicant pays fifteen dollars. Others 
are examined in the usual way. I think possibly the state of 
Ohio has a good manj^ more druggists than Illinois has. The 
principal city of Illinois is Chicago. We have several cities in 
Ohio, and have a good many more druggists than they, and we 
would have a good many more applicants. 

Mr. KaufFman. They have several hundred more in Illinois 
than there are in Ohio. 

Mr. Weyer. I thought the}' had less. I stand corrected. I 
think if an examination of this kind was adopted and made 
3 
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obligatory, we would have to provide a considerable amount of 
more money for the board of pharmacy. 

Mr. Kaufftnan. I do not see anything in the way of the 
Board of Pharmac3' making an attempt in this direction. It 
would not require any change in the law to make the attempt at 
any rate. All the other states are doing it and finding great 
success in the plan. Ono of the other chief objections urged to the 
method of examination as now conducted is that it is not at all 
practical. Why not establish a laboratory ? It can be done with 
slight expense and giye each candidate the option to take a 
thorough practical examination. If necessary to pay a larger fee 
that becomes a matter of choice. It don't seem to me to be a 
question we need worry over very much for everything can be 
made smooth. 

A member. There are other matters to be considered in 
reference to this question. If the applicant knows that he is to 
be put through an examination of that kind he will go to work 
and thoroughly prepare for it, and that will elevate the standard 
of the profession. I think the time that would be consumed in 
making this examination is very much overestimated. I think 
you could examine fift}^ students at least in a day. 

Mr. Ogier. A word in the way of explanation. I do not see 
any important difficulty in a practical examination. I think an 
examination could be held monthly. The class would necessarily 
have to be much smaller than now. The Board of Pharmacy 
ought to have an examination fee of five dollars. We cannot do 
it under the present law. We charge an examination fee of two 
dollars, and when the applicant is successful we apply the exam- 
ination fee on his registration fee, in order to get the examination 
fee in a legal way, as I believe we do. 

Now, we could not afford to examine an applicant under this 
system for $2. It would not pay the expense. The Illinois 
examinations are almost exclusively on this plan. They started 
out with a minimum charge of $10 or $15 for an examination, but 
they have now reduced the price to $5. They give applicants the 
option of taking the old form of examination, and I am informed 
by the secretary of the state board of Illinois that they have prac- 
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tically no applicants for examination under the old form ; that 
they adopt the new form altogether. 

I think the board of pharmacy once a month could examine 
in two days one hundred and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty 
applicants, and I believe we could do it much more satisfactorily 
than we can ever do it by a written examination. I do not 
believe that written examinations are a sufficient' test of a man's 
qualifications to dispense drugs on physicians prescriptions, and I 
do not believe that any form of law can ever be devised by which 
that system can be made to be a practical test of a man's qualifi- 
cations. 

I do not see any difficulty whatever, except in the examina- 
tion fee, in establishing this test as an experiment, but I question 
whether the board of pharmacy has the power, under the present 
law, to do the work. (Applause.) 

Dr. Greve. I would like to ask a question for information. 
Is it proposed that this new form of examination shall, be substi- 
tuted in place of the written examination ? 

Mr. Ogier. We would have to have an amendment to the 
law, I think, before we could do that. I think that is what it 
would ultimately come to. 

Dr. Greve. It seems to me the qualifications of pharmacists 
cannot be ascertained in that way alone ; that is, I would not con- 
fine the examination simply to manipulation. 

The chair then put the motion and the same was lost, nineteen 
votes being cast in favor of the motion and thirty-six against. 

Mr. Kauffman. I move that the association do adopt the 
suggestion as the sense of the association. 

The motion was seconded. 

Prof. Fennel. Mr. President, I do not see why. you rule out 
my suggestion and allow another man to make a suggestion. 
That has been the great trouble in this association all along. It 
has become a personal matter. We are not here voting for a per- 
sonal matter. We come here in the interest of pharmacy. To 
one man you allow a suggestion and to another not. I do not 
think it is just. 

The president. I do not know that I have been personal in 
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any ruling that I have made. I believe I have ruled as fairly as 
I knew how. If I made a mistake it was because I did not know 
better. I think I have done right. (Applause.) 

The chair stated the motion. 

Mr. Weyer. I would like to state that in my opinion if a 
practical and thorough examination, such as would be given in a 
laboratory by the board of pharmacy, were enforced upon the state 
of Ohio, not a single man that came before the board would be 
able to pass unless he had taken a whole course of pharmacy. 

Prof. Lloyd. It seems to me that this is a matter in regard 
to which we should be very careful what we do. There are 
hundreds of druggists throughout this state who would be 
frightened at the words "laboratory examination." We must 
look at the whole body of druggists of the state, and not at a few. 

It seems to me the board of pharmacy could gradually approach 
an examination of that kind — use their own judgment about it 
and not introduce the laboratory examination at once. I think we 
ought to go slowly. It is a ticklish business interfering with 
the law, and if we make it odious in the eyes of the pharmacists 
of the state, whom we are trying to help, we will injure the phar- 
macy of the state. 

Mr. Kauffman. It seems to me from the discussion that has 
taken place, the intent of the motion is entirely misunderstood. 
The State Board of Pharmacy has come before us and asked us for 
an expression of opinion in regard to their methods, and for any 
suggestion that we may make by which they may improve their 
methods. It is simply the expression of our opinion that they 
wish. 

Mr. Hechler. I don't believe in rushing this matter through. 
It is for us to say whether the board should take steps in that 
direction. I do not believe in hastening it. We can get an 
expression here to-night, and then we can instruct the pharmacy 
committee. 

Prof. Fennel. When I offered a suggestion I was simply 
ruled out of order and I took my seat. Now, suggestions are 
offered on the other side, and they are considered. I claim that 
is unjust. 
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The President. I do not understand it that way. It is only 
the discussion on this subject now, on the subject of accepting or 
rejecting this suggestion. That is all that is before us. 

. Mr. Hechler. I wish to amend that. I believe we ought to 
take a little more time to discuss that subject. 

Mr. President. I want every one to speak that feels like say- 
ing a word. I do not want any one to feel that I wish to cut him 
off. 

Mr. Hechler. I believe if we could refer this matter to a com- 
mittee to formulate a plan it would be a good step, and if permit- 
ted I would make a motion of that nature. I do not know 
whether I am in order, but if that could be done I believe it would 
bring matters in much better shape. 

The President. An amendment is in order. 

Prof. Fennel. I wanted to make a suggestion before and it 
was considered an amendment, and I was ruled out of order. 
Now, that section is closed, and, according to parliamentary rules, 
I cannot bring it up again. I would like to offer a suggestion, 
not an amendment. 

Mr. Hechler. When there is a motion before the house you 
can move to amend it or you can move to postpone it. You 
should not expect the president to permit you to offer a new idea 
— a motion on some other subject, and when you do that you 
ought not to be offended at being ruled out. 

Prof. Fennel. I was not offended in the least. 

Mr. Meininger. I call for a vote on the motion. Mr. Fennel 
and Mr. Hechler have no business to make any further remarks. 
It is a waste of time. 

The motion of Mr. KaufFman was put to a vote and declared 
lost. 

Mr. Haven. I move that we rescind all action taken on sug- 
gestion No. 2. 

The motion was seconded. 

Dr. Greve. I move that the matter be referred to the com- 
mittee on pharmacy laws. 

The motion was seconded. 

Mr. Hopp. I move to amend that the committee on pharmacy 
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laws be requested to send a postal card to every druggist and 
registered pharmacist in the state, asking their opinion on that 
subject. 

The motion was seconded; 

Prof. Fennel. It seems to me that we are getting into a box, 
and all for nothing. Some that are here may think that I am 
interested in a certain direction, and would like to see a very 
strong pharmacy bill. I want to see a strong pharmacy bill, and 
for no other reason than to elevate the standard of practical 
pharmac}^ The law that we have is a good one. It is as good 
perhaps as we can get at the present time ; but if we are united 
we may be able to improve it. If we have not that unity we 
cannot expect anything. 

Mr. Hechler. Mr. President, what is now before the house ? 

The President. Mr. Hopp's amendment that the committee 
on pharmacy legislation be requested to send a postal card to every 
pharmacist in the state asking their opinion on the suggestion. 

Dr. Greve. What would that cost? It would cost thirty 
dollars to begin with, without the labor of addressing them and 
printing. 

Mr. Hopp's motion was lost. 

Dr. Greeve. I repeat my motion that this whole matter be 
referred to the committee on pharmacy law. 

The motion was seconded. 

Mr. Hopp. What are they going to do with it ? It was only 
according to my amendment that we were able to formulate our 
present law — by the replies that we received from the druggists of 
the state in answer to printed circular that we sent to them, and 
it is the only way we can find out whether the druggists of the 
state want this amendment to our law or no*t. 

Prof. Fennel. The state board do not want an expression 
from that committee. They want an expression from the drug- 
gists of the state of Ohio through their state association, and no 
other way. They so say strongly in their report. 

Dr. Greve. What Prof. Fennel says is correct. But the 
association has already expressed its opinion. It has decided that 
it is in favor of such an examination, and now, in order to carry 
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out the wishes of the association, I wish it referred to the com- 
mittee on pharmacy law. 

The motion of Dr. Greve was put and declared lost. 

The motion of Mr. Haven to rescind all action taken on sug- 
gestion No. 2 was put and declared carried. 

Mr. Meininger. I move that we employ a lawyer to tell us 
how we stand. 

On motion no action was taken as to suggestion No. 3, for the 
reason that in view of the action taken on suggestion No. 2, no 
action was necessary. 

Suggestion No. 4 was, on motion, not approved. 

Prof. Fennel. Mr. President, I have given this subject a good 
deal of thought, and I would like to read a little that I have 
written on the subject. 

On motion Prof. Fennel was given permission. 

On motion the secretary cast the ballot of the association for 
the election of the nine applicants to membership in the associa- 
tion. 

On motion the convention adjourned until Wednesday at 
9:30 A. M.

Dear Sir : — The action of the pharmacists of this country in leading the 
way in the adoption of the Metric system in the U. S. Pharmacopceia, war- 
rants me in calling your attention to a bill now before congress, and formu- 
lated by the American Metrological Society, of which I am a member. 

The bill in effect incorporates the recommendations made by the secre- 
taries of state and of the treasury, that the Metric system be adopted in the 
U. S. custom houses to the exclusion of other systems of weights* and meas- 
ures. 

It requires the proposed law to become operative July i, 1893. 

It would doubtless increase the likelihood that the bill will be passed if 
all the associations, interested in the introduction of the Metric system, will 
seize the opportunity to give expression to their views in a suitably prepared 
resolution, asking that the bill be passed. 

It will greatly oblige me if you will advise me as soon after the pending 
meeting of your association as possible, of the action it has taken in the 
matter.

John Weyer, secretary of the Retail Druggists' Fire Insurance 
Association made the following report : 

REPORT OP THB RBTAII^ BRUOOISTS* PIRB INSURANCE 
ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. President and Members of the O. S, P. A.: 

Gentlemen— We have just had printed for distribution, amongst the 
members of the O. S. P. A. here avSsembled, and others, a small circular, on 
which is printed the names of the officers and directors of the Retail Drug- 
gists' Insurance Association, elected at the annual meeting in January last in 
Cincinnati, a brief statement of facts concerning the association's statement 
of its condition on the first day of June, and a statement of the losses for this 
year, giving the names of the members who suffered loss, the date and 
amount of each loss. This we submit as a part of our report to the parent 
association. 

The committee appointed by your president to report upon the condition 
of the i surance association, has had extended to it every facility possible to 
thoroughly examine into the affairs and methods of conducting the business 
of the insurance association, and they have made its report to you. 

We think it has been observed by most, if not all of you, that the great, 
est losses by fire are sustained upon risks that are not paying any more, and 
many of them much less per cent, of premium than you have been paying. 
We refer to the great mercantile establishments that cover, some of them, 
even twenty-five times the space and have twenty-five times the opportunity 
to take fire that your store does, or any other small establishment of the 
same kind. The small establishment, between fire walls, is rated as high, 
and sometimes pays a higher percentage, than does the great establishment 
covering half a block or more with people all over it, and many more times 
the opportunity of burning. And we know that if a fire once gets a start at all 
in one of these large establishments the whole is consumed. The attention 
of the boards of underwriters has frequently been drawn to this fact, and 
they have made efforts to remedy it, but these large establishments carry a 
great deal of insurance and to some extent control or modify their own rates, 
and the companies are compelled to favor them while the smaller ones must 
pay for it. 
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The inequality of ratings even upon drug stores in different localities by 
the regular insurance agents, is sometimes very surprising. The lowest 
rates are frequently found in the most hazardous localities. It may not be 
well for me to elucidate this in print, but suffice it to say that we find some 
occasionally that we prefer them to remain in the other companies.

This is an age of organization. The people of every profession, of every 
trade, even to the hod-carriers, have their organizations, not alone for social 
intercourse, but for their pecuniary advancement or benefit. They secure 
by this means, to themselves not only a proper remuneration for their 
services, but they protect themselves from the encroachments of the incom- 
petent and the individual or corporation that would levy unjust tribute upon 
them. The retail druggist has been, for a long time, at the mercy of the 
insurance agent and the board of unden^^riters. They have fixed his rating 
according to an arbitrary scale, not in accordance with facts, and he must 
pay it without rebate. This association comes to his relief; organized by 
himself, conducted by himself, and intended to give him insurance at cost, 
without having to help pay for losses on much more hazardous risks. The 
association has gone through the most hazardous year or years — so decided 
by insurance authorities — that has fallen upon insurance companies vsince the 
great Chicago fire, and our losvses have been but as one to five of theirs, who 
carry all kinds of risks. 

Is this not enough to induce any thoughtful man to come into line and 
help to build up an enterprise that we hope shall not stop or remain within 
the borders of one state ? The stronger or greater we become, the cheaper 
will be our insurance. If we had a thousand times as much insurance as we 
now have, we might reasonably expect the ratio of losses to be as great as at 
present, or as they are proven on an average to be, but we would certainly 
expect to reduce the ratio of expenses to at most 15 per cent, or 20 per cent, 
of the premium rates, which would then reduce the whole cost to about one> 
third of what it now is. 
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Our general traveling agent, Mr. T. B. Harris, will look after your inter- 
est. While he is working for the upbuilding of the association, he is also 
working for the interest of each individual member, and not for a selfish 
corporation and the commission he gets. If you have any idea of becoming 
a member, we will esteem it a favor if you will let him write up your appli- 
cation in advance — even three or six months — and send it to the office. He 
will give you proper advice in the matter, give you any privileges necessary 
to be embraced in the policy, and then before writing the policy, the office 
will send you a postal card, so that if any changes have occurred you can 
indicate them. Do not make it necessary for the agent to call upon you fre- 
quently or to spend mtich time in getting your application, for he has the 
whole state of Ohio to look after. 

Our present limit is f 3,000 on any one risk, and the expense of securing 
and carrying (aside from the loss ratio) is no more on a f 3,000 policy than on 
a. $1,000 policy, while we have three times the amount of cash on which to 
carry it ; therefore be not afraid to raise your amount to that limit, if it is 
necessary for you to carry that amount. All members are being rebated this 
year, on their renewals, 40 per cent, for second year and 50 per cent, for 
third year.

The Committee on Pharmaceutical Education made the follow- 
ing report : 

REPORT OP COMMITTBK ON BBUCATION. 

Canton, C, June 14, 1892. 

Mr. PrksidenT and Gknti^emen — In presenting this, the first report 
of the committee on education, your committee have not deemed it advisable 
to enter into an elaborate discussion of the subject, or to bring forward a 
series of suggestions for your consideration, but have confined themselves to 
a statement of the work of educating pharmacists as at present conducted in 
our state, and calling attention to the character of this work as bearing on 
the examinations of the State Board of Pharmacy as now conducted. 

We have in the state five institutions teaching pharmacy located and 
under government, as follows : 

Ada — Department of the Ada Normal University, a private corporation. 

Cleveland — Under control of the Cleveland Pharmaceutical Association. 

Cincinnati — Department of the University of Cincinnati, a private cor- 
poration. 

ColunibUvS — Department of Ohio State University, under control of 
the state. 

Lebanon — Department of the National Normal University', a private 
corporation. 

Scio — Department of Scio College, a private corporation. 

These institutions all confer degrees with the exception of Cleveland. 

At Ada the course is ten and one-half months, and for this work the 
degree of Ph. C. is conferred. Instruction by lecture and laboratory work. 

Cleveland — The course is two years, a year meaning from the latter part 
of September until the first of March. Instruction by lecture. No degree 
conferred. 

Cincinnati — Length of course two years, the year being the same as that 
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of Cleveland. Instruction by lecture and laboratory work. The degree 
conferred is Ph. G. 

Columbus— Length of course three years, the year meaning from vSep- 
tember to July. InHtruction by recitation, lecture and laboratory work. 
The degree conferred is Ph. G. 

Lebanon— Length of course three years. What constitutes a year at 
this school the committee has been unable to learn. Instruction by recita- 
tion and laboratory work. Degree conferred " Pharmacist." 

Scio— This school offers two courses. The first ten and one-half months 
leading to the degree of Ph.G.; the second twenty-one months leading to 
the degree of Ph. C. Instruction by recitation and laboratory work. The 
schools at Cleveland and Cincinnati permit these students to work outside, 
the others require their entire time. 

The requirements for admission exact a knowledge of the common 
branches equivalent to the "AGrammer" grade of the common schools, 
except at the State University, where a year of Latin and an amount of 
algebra equivalent to Wentworth's third part is required. 

While these requirements are low, your committee are glad to state that 
they are a decided advance over the old condition, when an ability to *' read, 
write and cipher," (and that not very well,) was all that was asked. We 
also note a disposition on the part of these institutions to require more of 
their applicants, and on the part of the student a general recognition of the 
justice of the requirement. 

An examination of these requirements and of the courses of instruction, 
leads us to the statement that a k:nowledge of mathematics is one of the 
weak points in our young pharmacists, and recognizing its importance, we 
suggest that this association request our schools to correct the weakness, 
either by making it a requirement for admission, or by providing for it in 
their course of in.struction. 

Just as the best advice to a person entering upon study which is to 
qualify him to practice intelligently the profession of pharmacy, is that he 
shall make earnest endeavor to compass a thorough knowledge of pharmacy 
both as a science and as an art — to study the different branches of science 
embraced with a view to perfect proficiency rather than with the idea of 
passing any particular examination. Ill like manner the curriculum of a 
school of pharmacy should be of such a nature as shall furnish to its students 
the best and most thorough knowledge of both technical and practical phar- 
macy, and its requirements for graduation should be fixed upon a basis of 
such knowledge rather than upon the supposed ability of the student to pass 
a state board of pharmacy examination. A school of pharmacy that can 
exist only by reason of its being able to hold out the inducement that in 
such and such a length of time it can insure to its attendants sufficient of 
that kind of knowledge which will enable them to " pass the board," has no 
real right to exist, and the board of pharmacy of this state is to be congratu- 
lated upon its recent ruling, viz.: the requirement of two years practical 
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experience for pharmacists and one year of such experience for assistants. 
This ruling, while we believe it is not directed against any particular institu- 
tions that are supposed to teach pharmacy, is calculated to discourage that 
species of *' coaching " and '' stulEng " that is not supported by either sound 
scientific education or practical training.

On motion, the thanks of the association were tendered to the 
author of the paper, and that the paper be printed in the proceed- 
ings. 

On motion, the convention adjourned until Thursday, 9.30

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THIRD DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 



MORNING SESSION. 

The president called the convention to order at 9:30. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

On motion the action of the previous session fixing the time 
for holding the next meeting was recoUvSidered, and the fourth 
Tuesda}^ in May was fixed upon. 

On motion the secretary cast a ballot for the election of the 
seventeen applicants received at the previous session. 

Mr Ogier offered the following resolution : 

Whereas, One of the principal objects for which the organization 
known as the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association was formed, was to 
secure the enactment of proper legislation regulating the practice of pharm- 
acy in the state of Ohio, and, 

Whereas, The law commonly known as the Ohio Pharmacy Law of 
1884 was enacted through the efforts of the members of this association and 
has remained without change as one of the laws of this state for more than 
^ight years, and, 

Whereas, In the opinion of some the time has arrived when some 
systematic attempt should be made to revise the present pharmacy law so 
as to be more nearly in line with pharmacy as it is in this year of 1892, and, 

Whereas, The subject of such revision of the existing law has been 
discussed during most of the annual meetings of this association for several 
years, but without arriving at any definite conclusions to either amend, 
revise, or in any manner improve the present pharmacy law ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five, composed of the following mem- 
bers of the association, G. L. Hechler of Cleveland, C. T. P. Fennel! of Cin- 
cinnati, Geo. B. Kauffman of Columbus, C. D. Kerr of Gallipolis, and J. H. 
Von Stein of Upper Sandusky, be and the same is hereby appointed, whose 
duties shall be to meet with the Ohio Board of Pharmacy at the most con- 
venient place and upon such time as may be mutually agreed by said com- 
mittee and said board of pharmacy, provided such date be not later than 
the 15th day of J<Jovember, 1892. vSaid committee in conjunction with said 
hoard of pharmacy shall carefully consider the interests of all classes in any 
manner affected by legislation upon the subject of pharmacy, and make 
such revision of, or changes in, the law now in force as in the judgment of 
the majority of the members of this joint committee will best subserve the 
interests of the classes to which reference has been made. 

Resolved, second. That upon the completion of the work of revision 
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mentioned in the foregoing resolution, said joint committee shall notify the 
standing committee from this association on pharmacy laws of the comple- 
tion of the work, and request a conference with said committee on pharmacy 
laws, and thereupon a confeience shall be held between the board of pharm- 
acy, the committee of five provided for in these resolutions, and the standing 
committee on pharmacy legislation, upon a date not later than the 15th day 
of December, 1892, to deliberate upon the work of revision already accomp- 
lished. 

If it be the judgment of two- thirds of this body of fifteen persons as 
herein provided that the time is favorable to attempt to secure the legal 
enactment of the proposed changes in the law, then this body of fifteen 
shall be constituted a committee in charge of such amendments, alterations 
or re\nsion of the law, and present the same at the ensuing session of the 
General Assembly of this state. 

If, however, two-thirds of this body of fifteen do not agree that the 
proper time has arrived to effect such revision, then a complete report of all 
transactions of the committee or committees provided for these resolutions 
shall be made to the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association at the annual 
meeting in 1893. 

Resolved, third. That any legitimate expense incurred by the commit- 
tees named be borne by the state association and be paid by revsolution 
thereof out of any funds in the treasury after an itemized account has been 
rendered. 

Dr. Greve. I do not approve of this plan. I think the 
association ought to know what the committee propose to do. A 
further objection that I have is that the five names of the com- 
mittee are mentioned in the resolutions. I think that the selection 
of the names should be left with the president, or that they ought 
to be appointed in some other way. Otherwise I have no objection 
to offer. 

Mr. Solomon. I think the resolutions ought to be adopted. 
It is not so important how the committee is appointed as whether 
it is a committee that will consider the matter. 

Mr. Weyer. I see no objection to naming the committee in 
the resolutions. If the names are not satisfactory others can be 
inserted. 

Dr. Greve. The names are not objectionable. I think they 
are very good. I do not approve of a mover naming his own 
committee. 

Mr. Ogier. It was not meant as any slight to the president. 
I do not see why the association has not the power to name a 
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committee as well as the president. I have only nominated c 
committee. If you do not want them, do not vote for them. 

The president. I wish to say to the gentleman that I do not 
look upon this matter as any slight. I think that Mr. Ogier has 
acted with a view to getting the matter before the aSvSociation in 
as expeditious a manner as possible. He realizes, and we all 
realize, that if we get to wrangling about names on the committee 
that there will be a great deal of time wasted. I think the names 
mentioned are a very excellent selection. 

Mr. Weyer. Dr. Greve objects to giving the power of pro- 
posing legislation without first submitting it to the approval of 
the association. If that had to be done it would be utterly im- 
possible to get anything through. Therefore it has been deemed 
advisable to put the matter in the hands of a committee of fifteen 
altogether. 

Mr. Hechler. I think we can adopt this resolution with one 
exception, and that is to instruct the committee before they go to 
the legislature to report to this association at its next meeting. 
I believe if that is done we can pass it readily. It is a great 
responsibility to put on that committee. If the committee should 
deem it proper to ask for legislation and vShould be defeated, what 
would be the consequence ? The committee would be found fault 
with. It would be better for the committee to formulate a plan, 
and then have the association adopt the plan, endorse the work 
of the committee, and then go to work. No matter what hap- 
pens then it is all right. 

Prof. Fennel. I hope the point that Mr. Hechler has made 
will not be considered by the association at all. You must 
appoint a committee and give them power to do something. 

Mr. Ogier. I simply want to make an explanation : The 
Board of Pharmacy is not in any way responsible for these reso- 
lutions. I want all the blame to rest on me. Thej^ do not come 
before this association as the action of the Board of Pharmacy. 

Mr. Weyer. I think it would be well to present the whole 

matter here. There is one circumstance that makes it important 

that this matter should go before the Ohio legislature that will be 

very favorable to it, and that is that Hon. P. H. Bruck, who was

a member of the Ohio Board of Pharmacy, and one of the strong- 
est men in Ohio, now a member of the legislature, is chairman of 
the committee on medical colleges and schools, to which a bill of 
this kind would be referred. He would have it in his hands, and 
if he saw there was a probability of it being defeated he would 
reveal it ; so that we would not run any risk in presenting a bill 
next winter. I think for that reason it is highly important that 
this matter should be attended to now. 

Mr. Allen, of Akron. It is very evident that Mr. Ogier has 
spent a good deal of time and thought upon this subject and has 
selected a committee with special reference to their ability in this 
direction. I do not believe that this assembly could make a 
better selection if we should stay here all day ; therefore, I think 
these resolutions should be adopted as they now stand. 

Prof. Lloyd. I am afraid that if we attempt to improve our 
legislation we will get something that we are not after and not 
get what we want. However, that I may not be misunderstood, 
I will say that this committee of fifteen ought to have a discretion 
in this direction, and I do not think that it is probable they will 
make a mistake. If in their judgment they bring the matter 
before the legislature, I think that we can abide their decision, 
and if they happen to injure the law instead of benefiting it, I 
think we can assume the responsibility ourselv^es. The commit- 
tee is certainly a good one, and so far as I am concerned I am 
willing to put the responsibility in their hands. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

Action was then taken on the proposal to amend the by-laws 
offered in writing at the previous session by Mr. Spengler. 

The amendment proposed to Article II was lost. 

The amendment to Article III was adopted. 

On motion the thanks of the association were tendered to the 
Duber watch works company for courtesies extended in showing 
members through their works. 

The thanks of the association was also tendered to the Diebolt 
safe and lock company for their invitation to visit the works of 
that company. 

The president then announced the following as the delegates 
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to the Chicago exposition or international congress : F. T. Bower, 
Toledo ; Lewis C. Hopp, Cleveland ; J, U. lyloyd, Cincinnati ; J. 
G. Spengler, Dayton ; Chas. Huston, Columbus : E. J. Schlau- 
bach, Canton ; A. L. Lewis, Hamden Junction. 

On reconsideration, the first Tuesday in May was agreed upon 
as the time for holding the next annual meeting. 

A communication from C. P. Godfrey, of Fostoria, was read. 

The same, on motion, was referred to the committee on publi- 
cation. 

Prof. Fennel, of the committee on a badge for the association, 
reported in favor of a mortar, in the shape of a button, so arranged 
as to be worn on the lappel of the coat, with the letters O. S. P. A. 
on it, to be made of gold. 

The report was adopted. 

On motion the secretary cast a ballot for the election to mem- 
bership of nine applicants. 

A paper by Mr. N. Rosen wasser was read, and on motion was 
referred to the committee on pharmacy laws. 

A second paper by the same gentleman was read and on motion 
was referred to a committee of one to report when he should see 
fit. 

A message of congratulation from the Minnesota state phar- 
maceutical convention was then read, and on motion received and 
placed on file. 

The following gentlemen were selected as delegates to the 
American pharmaceutical association, to be held at the White 
Mountains, July 14th to i8th : C. B. Johnson, Middletown ; J. 
U. Lloyd, Cincinnati ; G. L. Hechler, Cleveland ; L- C Hopp, 
Cleveland ; C T. P. Fennel, Cincinnati. 

The following were selected as alternates : W. H, Haven, 
Findlay ; M. A. Berkhardt, Dayton ; G. W. Voss, Cleveland ; 
G. W. Tschanen, Upper Sandusky ; S. E. Allen, Akron. 

On motion the delegates were authorized to fill vacancies from 
any members of the association present. 

On motion the president was directed to appoint an auditing 
committee of three persons one month previous to the time of the 
next meeting to examine the books of the treasurer and report at 
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the next annual meeting, the same to be selected from the town or 
city where the treasurer resides. 

The President : As my term of office is about to expire, before 
introducing the new president, I want to extend my thanks to all 
the members of the association. I have been treated in the past 
year by every member with whom I have come in contact, with 
the kindest consideration. I hope that when our new president 
conies in that you will extend the same treatment towards him, 
and that the association may prosper so that at the end of the 
coming year, when we meet again, that we shall all feel satisfied 
that we have done well in the year that vShall have passed. I now 
introduce our new president, Mr. Nye. 

Mr. Haven. Before you drop the gavel, Mr. President, I 
move that the association tender to you our thanks for your 
vigorous and successful work during the year. 

The motion was seconded, put by the secretary, and declared 
unanimously carried. 

The President. I have the pleavSure of introducing to you as 
my successor, Mr. C. N. Nye, of this city, our next president, 
and I hope that his intercourse with the association in the future 
will be as pleasant to him as it has been to me as an individual 
in the past. 

Mr. Nye spoke as follows : 

Mr. President and Members of the Association : — In 
accepting the office to which you have seen fit to elect me I have 
one consolation, and that is that the lightning seldom strikes in 
the same place ; so that when my term of office has expired and 
I liave received the emoluments and honors that you have seen 
fit to confer upon my predecessors, I may retire to the benches 
and assist you in the development of this association in all its 
interests, so far as I may be able. 

Now, in regard to my election to this office I do not take it as 
a compliment to myself personally, but as a compliment paid to 
our city of Canton, to the druggists of Canton, whether members 
of the association or non-members, and in their behalf and in my 
own behalf I thank 3^ou for the compliment. 

Let me vSay in regard to our local druggists that they have 
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entered into the spirit of this meeting with enthusiasm. About 
half of our druggists are members of the association, more than 
half now, because some have come in at this meeting ; and yet 
when we have gone to our brethren who are not of the association 
and asked their assistance, their counsel, they have very gladly 
and generously to a man afforded us all the help we asked for. 
All the druggists in Canton, -members of the association and non- 
members, closed their stores yesterdaj^ afternoon from i o'clock 
and accompanied the association to the Dueber works and to the 
lake as a compliment to this association. 

Our worth}'^ mayor has referred to the Canton druggists as 
being good mixers. Just what he meant by that he knows better 
than I. (Laughter.) But, gentlemen, let me say, that if our local 
druggists have mixed amongst you in the true spirit which I 
know that they entertain toward you, if they have made your 
acquaintance, if they took the pains to introduce one to another, 
if they have extended the right hand of fellowship, if they have 
aided in any way to make your visit to our city pleasant, then 
indeed they have been mixers of the right sort, with the right 
stuff, in the right spirit, without any fusel oil adulterations or 
anything else. (Laughter.) 

I shall not continue my remarks. I shall use my best endeav- 
ors for the promotion of the interests of this association. I shall 
be ready to receive suggestions. I shall be glad to have advice, 
to accept co-operation, and if I have these, with the help of an 
association such as the Ohio state is, need we fail ? If I can 
show at the clOvSe of the coming year as good results as ni}^ prede- 
ccvssor I shall be more than satisfied. I thank you. (Applause.) 

The president appointed the standing committees for the ensu- 
ing year. 

On motion of Prof. Fennel the present board ot control w^as 
continued for the coming year. 

On motion the thanks of the association were tendered to the 
citizens and the druggists of Canton, to the local secretary and to 
the press, by a unanimous vote. 

On motion the convention then adjourned sine die, to meet in 
Findlay, the first Tuesday in May, 1893.

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THE POSITION OF ORGANIC CHEMISTRY AS AFFI/IED TO 
SCIENCE.

The nineteenth century is noted for its wonderful advancements made 
in the direction of scientific achievements which date back to dawning of the 
first decade. But wonderful as may appear this growth of nature's vineyard 
in all directions, it still has shown larger growth in nature's alchemy by 
swelling the current of inorganic chemistry, and at the same time giving 
birth to its younger, but more aggressive, science, organic chemistry. 

It is recorded that when the question, "you must be making handsomely 
out of your canal," was put to the farseeing Duke of Bridgwater, he replied, 
**Oh yes, they will last my time, but I do not like the looks of. those tram- 
ways, there is mischief in them." 

A similar remark was made by the distinguished Schelling, of Erlangen, 
Germany, in one of his lectures on the "Scientific Discoveries of the Decade, " 
regarding the studies and announcements of scientific worth, made by 
Wohler and Leibig towards the development of the then anticipated new 
science of organics to which they first gave motion ; the momentum of which 
has constantly been increasing its accelerating force until it nearly has dis- 
placed the teachings of Lewiosier and Dalton. 

Organic chemistry is the results of the labors of the nineteenth century's 
chemists. Modem in its researches, modem in its advancements, and 
modem in its achievements ; but unlike so many of the newly discovered 
sciences, which take so long to develop into general worth, it almost imme- 
diately was found to be gleaming with so many practical, valuable, and ever 
applicable discoveries, which in the short period of nine decades has revolu- 
tionized the chemical division of the scientific world. 

, It not only has confined itself to the limited field of chemistry, but it 
long since has stepped beyond its bounds when it in a strong and constant 
current has wended its way through all Germany, stepped into its schools 
and colleges, entered the workshop and went down into the mine ; it even 
did more than this; for soon we find it across the channel entering the 
queen courts ; onward and ever onward moves this tide of welcome dis- 
coveries until within a very short time it is found upon the American conti- 
nent, where in every mercantile establishment, factory, farm, mine and 
fireside this wonderful science may be found in myriads of different forms, 
and in thousands of natures and man's achievements, the absence of which 
would mean to the people many a lost, or rather undiscovered art or 
science. 

Certainly this is a glowing statement to make, when it shows by recent 
reports ten millions of people, and five hundred millions of capital either 
directly or indirectly engaged in its development. 

Besides the development of chemical science, it also has lent a helping 
hand to the furtherance of physics, botany, geolog>% astronomy, and last but 
indeed not least, pharmacy, which in turn has increased the desire for 
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scientific knowledge, and aided in the establishments of schools and 
colleges. 

As all great achievements meet with opposition from those who are 
interested in another branch of the same calling, so also did Wholer, Leibig 
and their disciples meet with the disapproval of the older, but less aggres- 
sive, brothers who still were contented to move onward in the old channel 
of scientific knowledge and investigation. 

But work the rapid strides for supremacy made by this new science. 
From the very month in which the discovery of the first of the carbon com- 
pounds, Urea, was announced to the world, its growth has been marvelous 
in the numbers, kinds, and high degree of complicity which makes up this 
class of organic matter. 

It has been such a chain of discoveries which has placed it so far beyond 
the average science that none other would even attempt to check its progress 
lest also it might enhance its progress at the same time ; for such is this field 
of science which but recently has given to us the absolutely pure pictets 
chloroform, thus once more adding a new and valuable chemical to the 
alchemy of medicine which ere long will be better known than by a mere 
allusion on paper. 

Short as has been the growth of the carbonaceous science, still it has 
sufficed to place on record two thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven 
separate and distinct chemical compounds. Almost twice the number of 
those found in the inorganic compounds ; each of them of a higher order, 
more complicated, and more useful than any of those found separate in the 
inorganic division of chemistry. 

Bach of these are useful in either the sciences or the arts, which by 
means of improved machinery, or professional devices applied in the various 
manipulations w^hich has permitted us to imitate any compound and almost 
every element in the workshops of nature. 

Out of this large number of compounds discovered, Ave find one-third to 
be of medicinal value, one-half are used in the arts and manufactures, while 
the remainder are of general use and importance. 

After this general classification I desire for a few minutes to present to 
you in as brief a manner as possible its relations to the industrial develop- 
ments of the day, showing by each successive step how largely the scientific 
world depends upon its investigations and results. 

But recently the chief chemist of the United States announced that 
through the untiring efforts of Leibig and his works, agriculture has been 
elevated from an amateur to a scientific field - of labor. Every farm an 
experiment station, every farm-house a laboratory, and every farmer a 
chemist. While everywhere we find new theories advanced for the fertili- 
zation and tilling of the soil based upon the propagation of the clay hills 
near Geisen, Germany, into a fertile garden of Eden. 

Let us then learn the results of this one man's labors viewed by us 
to-day. 
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This one experiment lias led us to the undertaking of many similar 
ones, and has occupied the labors of the chemists for the past thirty years ; 
but it has not been fruitless ; for it has been the originator of that large and 
extensive industry, the manufacture of fertilizers, which has resulted in the 
investment of capital, the employment of labor, the advancement of science, 
the increase of intelligence, the desire for experiments, and the establish- 
ment of experiment stations, through which it has extended the hand of 
welcome in all directions for the good of the people. 

Agriculture, then, the soui-ce from which we obtain the material with 
which to develop this branch of scientific industry is not found limited to 
one field, but "octopus" like is found in every zone. 

In the fields we find growing the cereals, such as corn, wheat, barley, 
cotton and many others having the same structure and cultivated by the 
hand of man. Little do we think, unless we have studied scientific works, 
that out of these cereals we may extract certain chemical organisms which, 
if carried far enough, wall give us dozens of different solid and liquid com- 
pounds of chemical composition, each higher and more complicated than 
those derived from the elements. Yet through the labors of our chemists 
we have been advised that starch, which exists in every cereal, is there 
in such proportion as to give us a chemical compound ; this same starch, 
when treated with water, gives us the compound known as maltose ; 
this product, which now is formed, when treated with water and adding 
more starch, yields the compound glucose ; this product by itself is the 
origin of a large industry, which little would we think is the manufactured 
product sold the world over instead of syrup but does not show the same 
chemical formula. 

Should fermentation not be arrested at this stage alcohol will be 
formed ; then it may be converted into aldehyde and by ' oxidation the 
well-known acetic acid is produced. These are but the few principal 
ones out of the many others of minor importance found iji the same pro- 
ducts. 

But taking the grain as a whole, subjected to germination with several 
other stages, and we obtain out of barley, malt, out of com, sour-mash, while 
other cereals yield similar products ; these products taken at this stage may 
revspectively, through a lengthy process, be c inverted into our liquid malts, 
extracts, crude whiskies, beer and other alcoholic products whose numbers 
are many and whose names are as varied as its numbers. 

This alcohol which is obtained by this process, and the most is manufac- 
tured in this manner, when treated with acids, both organic and inorganic, 
gives the large variety of ethers and their compounds which are growing 
constantly in proportion and numbers until more than fifty are known and 
recorded to-day. 

With all this variety of chemical products found in the cereals, and 
which I have enumerated, there still remains much more of interest and 
importance to be found ; but there are many more in this line to which I

must allude, among those the flour industry stands prominent and which can 
not be ignored. Little do we think that in those large mills and elevators is 
manufactured anything of interest to chemistr>^ and the chemist ; for out of 
this we obtain seven different compounds, the principal one of those being 
dextrin. 

Even the straw has proved itself to be of chemical importance and has 
given us the extensive strawboard works which grace so many cities of our 
land. A visit to one of these is a practical lesson in chemistry well worth 
the time spent in its midvSt. Besides strawboard, vegetable dyes numbering 
more than seventy-five have in the meantime been recorded in the register 
of organic chemistry. 

But down in the sunny south their birth has been given to a new 
industry, which far exceeds the expectations of man and stands next to the 
coma of cotton itself. It formerly was the opinion of the people that noth- 
ing derived from cotton was of any importance save the coma. Since then 
. the large amount of seed which annually was going to waste attracted the 
attention of both science and capital ; invited to this field of research and 
investment soon resulted in the establishment of the cotton seed oil mills, the 
product of which can be substituted for a larger variety of fixed and volatile 
oils than any other oil ever discovered. So that once more we find a foun- 
tain of wealth and usefulness to those interested. 

The field and forest were alike invaded to find what they would yield to 
this eager army of workers, who for their labors have been rewarded by the 
large amount of essential oils found in many different varieties of trees, 
herbs and flowers. Not only has the volatile oil been extracted from them 
but fixed oils, stearoptens, alkaloides, glucosides, neutral and proximate 
principles. Each of use to man, each an industry by itself, and each a 
division of that large class of organic material which without exception 
claims methane for its parent. 

Prominent among the products from the vegetable kingdom is olive oil, 
this has yielded to us stearin, palmittin, olein and several other similar com- 
pounds ; these have aided us in establishing the soap, candle and glycerine 
factor}'. Each of these produces a large number of compounds of the higher 
fatty acids, while glycerin is one of the most popular alcohols we have upon 
the market to-day, and is the origination of the class of powerful explosives 
known as the nitrosyl's, or nitroglycerin, and its derivatives of which I 
need not speak. 

In the same manner I might return to the organic matter of the earth, 
and enumerate more than fourteen hundred different compounds and their 
method of preparation, at the same time showing that they owe their origin 
to nothing more than the agricultural experiment station, which at the 
present time is developing a new branch of this science, the cultivation of 
sugar-cane and manufacture of sugar, of which the United States chemist 
says, * 'never in the history of this Bureau has so much enthusiasm prevailed 
•over the establishment of a new and profitable industry." It certainly has 
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wide proportions for throughout those states south of the Missouri and west 
of the Mississippi is a large field which is naturally adapted for this purpose 
as demonstrated by experiment, which in the future will yield all the sugars, 
molasses and many of the acids and spirits needed in this growing United 
States. Ivittle as is known of this new industry, yet as each succeeding 
bulletin is set forth from the press it conveys to the people that it is becom- 
ing more than a mere experiment and will before long be classed among the 
arts of scientific organic origin. 

Even the Floridas and Californias have been invaded in this eager search 
for organic compounds. There we find the lemon and the grape cultivated, 
the former of which gives to us the large amount of citric acid and its 
pharmaceutical preparation, while the latter yields those tine wines and 
brandies, where out in the vineyards we see huge tanks erected in which fer- 
mentation takes place, then after the removal of the liquid we find a large 
amount of white precipitate called argols which on purification yields tar- 
taric acid and the tartrate preparations. 

But man is an aggrfessive creature. He is never satisfied with a limited 
knowk dge of a subject. Consequently he is ever on the alert for some new 
developments. 

Ha\4ng made such marked progress in the chemical developments of the 
cereals and plants of earth, he now turns his attention \o the fossilliferous 
deposits of the earth. There in the extensive coalbeds he finds much to 
interest him. Through the burning of the coal in the grate he discovered 
the gas which has done so much towards the discovery and development of 
a new and improved method for the generation of heat and light, which 
through both Europe and America has established hundreds of gas plants, 
which grace almost every city and town of the land. To obtain an idea of 
the magnitude of this one industr}' we need but to study the special consular 
report of the United States which but recently was published by the govern- 
ment. Certainly it is amazing to learn the amount of coal consumed 
annually, the number of cubic feet of gas manufactured annually and the 
large amount of capital invested in its direct development. 

The by-products left after the manufacture of the gas has developed for 
us the large number of valuable compounds known as ammonias. Even the 
dirty black residue which was a ' ' pest ' ' to the manufacturers, coal tar, has 
been the source of a mine of wealth to the owners, and a grand epoch in the 
history of science. Out of this we have obtained the light and heavy oils, 
which latter by distillation and redistillation yields the phenols, cresols, and 
other tar acids ; these again through various processes yield the anilines, 
the discovery of which has revolutionized the art of dyeing, thus giving to 
the world once more a new and valuable industry. 

From this one product of coal and its compounds we have up to date 
obtained more than one thousand separate and distinct products ; the state- 
ment of which we are almost inclined to disbelieve when we gaze upon a 
chunk of coal. 
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Unlike these products are those products which are extracted from the 
living forests. These, through the burning, and afterward distillation, have 
given us the wood creosote, wood tar, turpentine, rosins, plasters and many 
other products. These, by means of complicated manipulations, have given 
us the series of valuable compounds known as acetone, methyl alcohol, 
acetic acid, crude wood vinegars, light and heavy oils, and charcoal. 

But farther down in the earth, through man's ingenuity, we have 
discovered nature's gaseous vapors found generated and ready for use ; 
associated with it are found the various qualities of earth oils or petroleum. 

The first of these compounds abounds in my locality, while the latter 
also is found with us stored up in large subterranean caverns as well as in 
many other sections of the world. This has been one of the greatest discov- 
eries of the world as well as one of the most important. The result of which 
has given us cheap light, builded both cities and fortunes, until this day 
there is no industry which individually attracts more attention than does that 
of petroleum and its compounds ; in order to illustrate and establish firmly 
in your minds the magnitude of this work, I invite you to a careful perusal 
of some of the consular reports, the last census report, the stock exchange 
and the manufacturer. But better than this, when this association convenes 
in the city of Findlay next May, you will find even more striking 
illustrations of this industry than those of which I have spoken. It will 
show for itself the wonderful scientifie researches which had to be made be- 
fore its discovery, which since that time has given us at the refinery vsuch 
compounds as chymogene, rhigolene, gasoline, and petroleum in the gaseous 
and liquid condition with its many other similar products and uses. Of the 
solids which are found after distillation we have a black precipitate which 
through a simple process yields us black paraffine, lubricating oil, yellow 
wax and vasalene ; each of these an industry by itself but united to one 
source. 

It may at first thought appear to you that this has not much bearing 
upon the subject of pharmacy ; but take it up sentence after sentence, study 
and compare each one carefully, use it as an outline in your studies, and you 
will find before you have finished this paper that there is such an array of 
pharmaceutical knowledge herein presented which has been well worth your 
time y indulgence. 

What more is there to be said ? I have in a hurried manner discribed to 
you this wonderful science which so far has distanced all other sciences. I 
have shown you the mighty power which it holds in the arts and manu- 
factures. In fact on all topics of some importance I have alluded in as 
lengthy a manner as time would permit. What more can be said ? Nothing, 
save that in the future as other great chemists take the place of those who 
are with us to-day, and judging the future by the past, we then may expect 
still greater developments than those which have graced the pages of the 
chemistr\^ of the past ; the coming of which we shall await patiently and 
welcome when made known. 
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COI/I/BOB VS. STORE EDUCATION. 

I anticipate a charge of undue laudation of the pharmacist and over- 
estimation of his profession's importance. But it is not sufficient to claim that 
his services can be dispensed with and business forgotten because, at one 
time, the wheels of progress almost ran over him. Aside from the benefits 
accruing from his scientific quest, and the comforts and advantages enjoyed 
through his intelligence alone, the displacement would be most injudicious. 
He is an inevitable and indispensable quantity. It is difficult to conceive of 
a profession having passed through more radical transformations in a half 
century than the pharmaceutical, the relative position of which has been 
more favorably and clearly defined ; requirements made more comprehensive; 
duties more exacting ; nature more elevated and quality more refined. In- 
heriting the advantages of mechanical invention, partaking of the fruits of 
mental achievement and the results of chemical research. It has made pro- 
digious strides. With but one exception, none other has equalled its relative 
advancement in scope of usefulness, ways and means, utility and honor. A 
humble tradeshop, has in the modem pharmacy, changed from dull ware to 
glittering crystal, from things commonplace and crude to those finished and 
ornate, and become a necessary feature of the mercantile economy. The 
pioneer druggist who modestly performed a monotonous service, marked by 
plain respectability and humble devotion, has, by untiring energy and un- 
flagging zeal, emerged from a passive to an aggressive state, expanded and 
improved, and now stands representative of high and laudable endeavor. 
Through him flow many life-giving currents for the preservation of his 
fellowman. His resources are drawn upon in the solution of many vital 
problems. People see farther, hear better, eat to more purpose and live 
longer by means of processes growing out of pharmaceutical investigation. 
Mankind's content must be greatly ascribed to pharmaceutical chemistry. 
Water, earth and air are its storehouses. In certain lines, art and fashion 
are its offspring. The flowers are induced to assuage pain and dissipate 
sorrow, while health and beauty are snatched from the clod and transmuting 
power is gathered from the air. Its products confuse the knowing and 
astound the learned, dazzle the eye and bewilder the mind. No object is too 
small for recognition, none too great for investigation. Olden time pre- 
requisites for entering this profession were simple and few, and its demands 
were correspondingly light. The most essential attributes were conservative 
faitlifulness and honesty. One labored within prescribed limits, reflecting 
the scientific status of his period. There was a lack of stimulus, an absence • 
of opportunity for professional advancement and a dearth of ideals for pro- 
fessional emulation, that most fixedly confined one to a narrow field of action. 
But that condition embodied one redeeming feature, a rigorous imposition 
of self-reliance. By that was sustained the germ of evolution until the 
Easter dawn of a new life broke, bringing kindly rays of nurture and growth 
and impelling winds that told of a higher and better plain of activity. And 
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with no confession of presumption, no lapse of energy, no retrogression of 
idea and no deviation of purpose, the crown wpuld be that of triumph. 
Advancement stimulated by necessity over-reaches that prompted by fancy 
or expediency. The object is more substantial, its accomplishment more 
enduring. 

Our pioneer brother was quite in and of his stock, as impenetrable as 
the glass in his window, as unchanging as the leech jar. He possessed drugs 
most crude and preparations most incompatible, all kept in containers most 
ungainly and labelled most ungracefully. His shelves were festooned with 
strands of ginseng and garlic, regaled with a numerous display of oleginous 
extracts from almost everything that crawled, walked, swam or flow, and 
redolent of the self-distilling "fragrance" of coonskins and "fetty-gum." He 
dispensed decoctions of this and infusions of that, compound preparations 
to be taken before eating for fever and after for ague ; in small doses for in- 
digestion and large ones for biliousness ; a defensive armor of plasters for 
phthisic and an offensive one for "janders ;" all receipts based upon quinine, 
squills or blue-mass, qualified by the vSign of the moon and proportioned 
somewhat by the diameter of the throat. But pioneers finally drop '*out of 
solution" and the mighty stream of conmiercial life flows over them and on, 
carrying naught of their lives but remembrance. Conditional changes have 
wrought marked distinctions. 

We are surrounded by incentives to scientific attainment and confronted 
by an enlargement of the field of labor. Professional demands are greater 
and more frequent than ever before. Every faculty is appealed to. Multi- 
plication of galenicals prompts ingenuity and refines skill ; increase of 
adulterants, precaution against deterioration and a higher standard of purity 
exact thorough and intelligent acquaintance with physical characteristics ; 
the advance of allied professions demands broad and acute knowledge of 
chemical constituents and compatibles, while modern diagnosis, coupled with 
increasing fastidiousness, pre-supposes entire familiarity with therapeutic 
application. And in no uncertain tone are we bidden to cultivate features 
foreign to professional merit. There are several factors pointing to what 
should characterize the ideal modern pharmacist. Cleanliness of surround- 
ings, order of arrangement, energy of movement, personal character, social 
grace and intellectual accomplishment are all deserving of serious considera- 
tion. This cannot be otherwise. We are contributors to the general ad- 
vancement and elevation of the people. We are infected by the spirit of 
the times and its circulation compels us to be forceful. All but the experi- 
ence of the past forgetting, we eagerly pursue the future. In olden time 
existed comparative serenity ; now is manifest eager, restless discontent. 
Then, empiricism held sway, now the widest latitude of action prevails. 
Time-honored custom and moss-grown tradition were of every one's life. 
They are now held lightly, and the highest meed falls to him who success- 
fully overcomes the most. Their existence was one of plainest satisfaction^ 
ours of ideal gratification. Their temple was a completed structure, plain,, 
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substantial, inconvenient, and resting upon consecrated ground. Ours is a 
monumental edifice, ornamented without and embellished within, inviting 
additions from all points. All exigencies are anticipated by its design. Con- 
tinually expanding outward find extending upward, its ultimate beauty of 
arrangement and symmetry of form will never be viewed. For human am- 
bition will never place the capstone. Their plan was inscribed to present 
needs and as a memorial to the past. Ours recognizes existing requirements 
and is dedicated to eternity. They rested from the gloaming to the dawn. 
We use a search light of electric energy, and pushing back the curtains of 
shade, keep constantly in the march of progress. 

Whence comes this modern conception of what should be ? What is the 
source of our inspiration, the staff of our ambition ? One word tells us, that 
talismanic force, Education. It filled the sails and safely harbored preciously 
freighted barks tossed upon seas of fanatical superstition. It throws open 
doors closed upon musty records of the past, and brushing aside the darken- 
ing dust of settled ignorance, reveals in letters of living light, vital and 
precious truths. It explores caverns of almost impenetrable gloom, discover- 
ing beauties and gems for us all. It enlarges men's hearts and broadens 
their minds, liberates thought and unfetters action. It makes us realize a 
community of interest and a crystallizing unity of motive that prophesy an 
ultimate brotherhood of man. It vanquishes sophistry, unmasks duplicity, 
vindicates truth and places us on the gemmed pathway to all human glories. 
The acme of man's glory, tlie pinnacle of human attainment, and the rounded 
perfection of earthly acquisition are reached only by and through this 
glorious endowment. Its tendency is to diffuse everywhere, assaulting every 
vulnerable point in the crust of ignorance, lightening burdens on the 
shoulders of toil, adding to every virtue more good, giving to every grace 
more beauty, and extending the open right hand of friend and fellowship to 
every groping soul. That is the lever of our elevation. Living close to the 
people, being witness to sorrows and sad spectators of wrecked aspirations, 
seeing almost insurmountable obstacles overcome by indominable persever- 
ance, what wonder is it that we have become imbued with the possibilities 
of well-directed toil and the exhilaration of modern progress. The contrary 
would prove as false to our destiny and disloyal to love. Pride, manhood 
and higher nature are irresistibly appealed to, and very much responsibility 
is felt by the conscientious pharmacist. 

Not personal interest alone but the good of others actuates him pro- 
fessionally. He seeks to sustain life and provide its best forces, to hasten 
the realization of hopes and ambition's reward. His shield of science and 
skill wards off the unseen shaft and the awful sundering of body and soul is 
bidden to wait, thus enabling man to enjoy the fruition of his earth 'y 
designs. Such motives and capabilities follow generous education and its 
liberal and judicious use. The full measure of man's life can never be until 
that is obtained. Exceptional conditions, sudden emergencies, and great 
crisis have frequently developed vast powers in poorly educated men, who 
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rose to the level of their call. Posterity carved a niche for them in her 
temple of fame and pledged homage for all time. But think of the possi- 
bilities of such with all faculties unfolded and the development of all latent 
powers, how much greater, how much grander, how divine-like would they 
have been. An educated man assumes vast precedence over the unlettered 
one. He holds his head higher among men. A lofty personality is stamped 
upon every motive. His presence is a neceSvSity. All advancement bears 
the impress of his genius. He advocates with more force, reasons with 
stronger logic, renders judgment with greater weight. His own interests 
are better served, his forces better directed, his successes greater and more 
permanent. He dispenses gain with plilanthrop}-, meets reverses with 
philosophy. All this is said in a general way, but it is especially emphasized 
in the profes.sions. The standing requirement is special education. People 
want the best and highest obtainable and that is the goal of intelligent 
endeavor. The prestige of professional schooling greatly inclines persons 
to its possessor. They infer that efficiency should be proportionate to edu- 
cation and substantial recognition of it is awarded likewise. One illustra- 
tion of public feeling on this point is the growing demand for and increasing 
attention given to special work in professions and trades. While we have 
colleges for law, medicines, letters and theology, there are richly endowed 
schools for iron-working, wood-working, engineering and farming ; and 
why? because they provide most acceptably those forces necessary for 
broad, progressive and intelligent labor in their respective lines. They are 
not luxuries, but modern necessities. Improvements are more often the 
result of changed conditions than their cause. With us a satisfactory equip- 
ment includes familiarity with both practical and theoretical matter. 
Although of the people, we must be beyond them in 'our work. While our 
relations are wholly joined to theirs, but little can be aided to professional 
knowledge. As in other lines, simple routine work tempts laxity of enter- 
prise and indifference to innovation. Professional!}- speaking, nothing is 
learned in store work that cannot be obtained in college. Yet much of 
necessity and importance is available in collegiate courses that is but 
slightly apparent in every-day business. It may be claimed the latter is 
superfluous for that very reason, but I contend the contrary. The human 
anatomy is planned on a basis of reciprocal reinforcement. Failure of one 
function vStiniulates another, so that the divStress and inconvenience are con- 
siderabh' recompensed. The simplest processes are based upon fundamental 
laws. The real practical proceeds from the theoretical. Ignorance of cer- 
tain things does not argue that it would not be better otherwise. Treatment 
should always vary with the symptoms. And one hand is good, but two 
are better. Considering the mutuability of human affairs and conditions, it 
is prudent, .saying the least, to make provision for contingencies. Knowl- 
edge of causes and effects eases toil, expedites processes and fashions results 
with both profit and prestige to its owner. And how much more reassuring 
it is to the patron and satisfactory to the pharmacist that larger information 
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is at hand. Great advantage follows from being on the outside of a fact. 
So situated, we can close in on a stubborn one with great certainty of over- 
coming it. But to grapple with one wholly outside of normal conditions 
imposes more exertion, exacts greater sacrifice, invites compromise and 
encourages dependence. Thorough digestion of store-reading is almost 
impossible. In the absence of oral instruction, apparently complex prob- 
lems and dubious points are passed over and dismissed, and quite often they 
are the underlying fdcts of all. The reader is hampered by the absence of 
one and perplexed by the presence of another. Periods of study are brief, 
distractions are frequent and abrupt, so a faithful discharge of duty encour- 
ages neglect of mental training. No matter how intelligent a clerk is, no 
matter how energetic and ambitious, he loses more hours by such policy in 
six months than a college student will in thrice the time. To my mind, 
there is no question as to the superiority of college training. Consider two 
young men of equal capacities, assigning one to store work for three years 
and placing the other in a good pharmacy school for the same period, then 
transferring them to the same field of competition. I will say that in one 
year the graduate will have had more customers, served them more intelli- 
gently and more satisfactorily, made fewer mistakes and more money. It 
is inevitable. He typifies what the people want. The enactment and 
enforcement of state pharmacy laws stimulate college attendance. The 
general effect of examinations is an elevation of rank and betterment of 
service. A most practical procedure is performance of store work for a 
year or two, followed by a collegiate course. The short apprenticeship aids 
greatly in the retention of new matter. Through it a casual acquaintance is 
obtained of the future lines of work. Accustomed to simple manipulation, 
laboratory work proceeds easier and more economically. Besides, it is 
profitable, for practical experience combined with collegiate training com- 
mands higher salaries and more favoring positions than either alone. So to 
one intending to enter the pharmaceutical profession, by all means go to 
college. If a costly education is impossible, strive for a cheaper one. If 
you are unable to attend for two or three years, go for one. You will make 
more friends and fewer enemies. It gives you more self-respect and more 
consideration for others. It faces you in the right direction, provides forces 
never to be discarded, grows memories bracing and sweet. You wall live in 
an atmosphere of learning, see more of the world, mingle with more bright 
minds, understand more of human nature and acquire power obtainable 
nowhere else.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be called '*The Ohio Statk Pharmaceutical 
Association.' ' 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of pharmacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to properly 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 

Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from 
business, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia 
medica, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in pharmacy, 
shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, 
a permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasurer, and an 
executive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary 
and treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving 
the vote of three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a ^ part of 
the constitution. 



BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER I. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Artici^E I . The president shall preside at all meetings of the associa- 
tion. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in 
the absence of all, a president pro tempore shall perform the duties of the 
president. In all ballotings, and upon all questions upon which the ayes 
and nayes are taken, the president is required to vote, in other cases he shall 
not vote unless the members be equally divided. He shall call a special 
meeting whenever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each 
annual meeting a report of the operation of the association. 

Art. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
association, a list of the names, residences, and date of entrance of each 
member, and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. 
He shall also publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the associa- 
tion, having previously obtained the consent of the executive committee to 
the necessary expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds and deposit the 
same in the na'tne of the association, for which he shall be personally 
responsible ; collect all moneys due the association ; pay all bills when 
countersigned by the president ; issue certificates of membership ; render a 
full report at each annual meeting, and report the state of the treasury when 
called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and 
report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for 
membership, and audit all bills against the association. 

CHAPTER II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

ArTicIvE I . Propositions for membership shall be made to the execu- 
tive committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the 
association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the members at 
any session shall be required for election. 
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Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association 
until he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid an initiation fee 
of two dollars, and the annual contribution for the current year. 

Art. 3. Every member shall pay in advance to the treasurer one dollar 
as his yearly contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by neglecting to 
pay said contribution for three successive years. 

Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from any one who is in 
arrears to the treasury, nor until he has surrendered his certificate of mem- 
bership. 

Art. 5. The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual rceeting 
after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of 
the charges and specifications made against him. 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. They 
shall not, however, be required to contribute to the funds, nor shall they 
be eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or 
have been, active members of this association, and have removed from the 
state of Ohio, may be elected to associate membership. They shall not be 
required to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be 
eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at 
least five years, may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of 
life membership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the 
association. 

CHAPTER III. 

MEETINGS. 

Article i. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for tlie trans- 
action of business. 

Art. 2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

Election of officers. 
Reading communications. 
Reports of committees. 
Miscellaneous business. 



RULES OF ORDER. 

Article i. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be en- 
forced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals may 
be taken if required by two members, and the meeting shall thereupon 
decide without debate.

CHAPTER IV. 
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Art. 2. When a question ivS regularly before the meeting, and is under 
discussion, no motion shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, 
to postpone indefinitely — which several motions have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged. A motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate.

A committee of one member for each county on state and county corre- 
spondence. 

A conunittee of three members on adulteration and sophistication. 

A committee of three members on pharmaceutical education. 

Art. 2. Five delegates anfi five alternates shall be annually elected to 
attend the meetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Art. 3. The president shall, at the first session of the regular meetings, 
appoint a committee of nine to nominate officers for the association, who 
shall report at the next session. 

CHAPTER VI.

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Adulteration of Food and Drugs. 



AN ACT 
To provide against the adulteration of food and drugs. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Ohio^ 
That no person shall, within this state, manufacture for sale, offer for sale, 
or sell any drug or article of food which is adulterated, within the meaning 
of this act. 

Section 2. * '^ * The term "food," as used herein, shall 
include all articles used for food or drink by man, whether simple, mixed 
or compound. 

Section 3. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the 
meaning of this act : * '^ * 

{a) In the case of drugs : (i.) I^. when sold under or by a name rec- 
ognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity laid down therein ; (2.) If, when sold under or 
by a name not recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, but which is 
found in vSonie other pharmacopoeia, or other standard work on materia 
medica, it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or purity 
laid down in such work ; (3.) If its strength, quality or purity falls below 
the professed standard under which it is sold. 

{b) In the case of food : (i.) If any substance or substances have been 
mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate, or injuriously affect its quality, 
strength or purity ; (2.) If any inferior or cheaper substance or substances 
have been substituted wholly or in part for it ; (3.) If any valuable or nec- 
essary constituent or ingredient has been wholly or in part "extracted from 
it ; (4.) If it is an imitation of, or if sold under the name of another article ; 
(5.) If it consists wholly, or in part, of a diseased, decomposed, putrid, 
infected, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable substance or article, whether 
manufactured or not — or, in the case of milk, if it is the produce of a diseased 
animal ; (6.) If it is colored, coated, polishedjor powdered, whereby dam- 
age or inferiority is concealed, or if by any means it is made to appear better 
or of greater value than it really is ; (7.) If it contains any added substance 
or ingredient which is poisonous or injurious to health ; provided, that the 
provisions of this act shall not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized 
as ordinary articles or ingredients of food, if each atid every package sold or 
offered for sale be distinctly labeled as mixtures or compounds, with the 
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name and per cent, of each ingredient therein, and are not injurious to 
health, 

Skctiox 4. Ever)' person manufacturing, offering or exposing for sale, 
or delivering to a purchaser any * ^' articles of food included 

in the pro\nsions of this act, shall furnish to any person interested, or 
demanding the same, who shall apply to him for the purpose, aud shall ten- 
der him the value of the same, a sample sufficient fjr the analysis of any such 

"' * * articles of food which is in his possession. 

Skctiox 5. Whoever refuses to comply, upon demand, with the 
requirements of section 4, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con\'iction shall be fined not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding one hundred, nor less than thirty days, or both. And any person 
found guilty of manufacturing, offering for sale or selling an adulterated 
article of food * '^ *"' under the provisions of this act, shall be 
adjudged to pay in addition to the penalties hereinbefore provided for, all 
necessary costs and expenses incurred in inspecting and analyzing such 
adulterated articles of which said person may have been found guilty of 
manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in force in forty days from 
and after its passage.

Whoever sells, or gives away, any quantity of arsenic less than one 
pound, without first mixing therewith soot or indigo in the proportion of 
one ounce of soot or half an ounce of indigo to the pound of arsenic, or 
except upon the prescription of a physician, sells or gives away, any quan- 
tity of any article belonging to the class usually denominated poisons, to any 
minor, or sells, or gives away any such article to any person, without having 
first marked the word " poison " upon the label or wrapper containing the 
same, and registered in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, the day 
and date upon which it is sold or given away, the quantity thereof, the name, 
age, sex and color of person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it is 
required, and the name and place of abode of the person for whom the same 
is intended, shall be fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty 
dollars. [50 V. 167, ^^. i, 2, 3, 4.] 



LABEL LAW. 

[Hou.se Bill Xo. 192.] 
AN ACT to provide for the proper labelling of poisonous articles. 

Se:ction I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That whenever any pharmacist, druggist or other dealer in poi.sons, chemi- 
cals, medicines and drugs, whether wholesale or retail, shall sell any drug 
or chemical, an indiscriminate or careless use of which would be destructive 
of human life, such dealer shall affix to each bottle or package of such drug, 
chemical or poison, a label printed in red ink, having on it the name of the 
article by which it is commonly known, the cautionary emblem of the skull 
and cro.sK-bones, the words "caution" and "poison," and in addition 
thereto, at least two of the most readiU' obtainable effective antidotes to 
such poisonous article. 

Skc. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of section one (1) of this act 
shall, upon conviction thereof, before an}- court having competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred ( roo) dollars, nor less 
than ten (10) dollars. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force sixty days after its 
passage.

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MORPHINE LAW. 



[House Bill No. 66.] 

To prescribe the manner of selling the sulphate and other preparations of 
morphine in the state, and for other purposes. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That it shall not be lawful for any person, other than a wholesale druggist 
or other dealer in drugs and medicine, to sell or oflFer for sale at wholesale, 
or for any person other than a registered pharmacist or a registered assistant 
pharmacist, to sell or offer for sale at retail morphine or any of its salts, in 
this state, and it shall not be lawful for such person to sell or offer for sale, 
morphine or any of its salts, in any bottle, vial, envelope or other package, 
unless the same shall be wrapped in a scarlet papier or envelope, and all 
bottles or vials used for the above purpose shall contain not more than one 
drachm each, and shall have in addition to said scarlet wrapper a scarlet 
label lettered in white letters, and the same must be upon both vial and 
wrapper when vials are used, plainly naming the contents of said bottle ; 
and further, that no person shall have the right to change any preparation 
of morphine from its original package to any other receptacle whatever for 
the purpose of retailing or dispensing therefrom, but it must be retailed or 
dispensed only from the original package with scarlet wrapper and scarlet 
label as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. That any one violating the provisions of the above section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the court, for each 
and every violation of the preceding section. 

Skc. 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same is hereby repealed.
